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MOSES  GREELEY   PARKER,  M.D. 

By  Philip  Sanford  Mardek,  A.M.,  LL.B.,  of  Lowell,  Maaa. 

Moses  Greeley  Parker,  physician,  scientist,  capitalist,  a  resi- 
dent member  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  since 
1910,  died  at  his  residence  on  First  Street,  in  Lowell,  Mass.,  1  October 
1917,  having  almost  completed  his  seventy-fifth  year.  He  was  born 
at  Dracut,  Mass.,  12  October  1842,  the  son  of  Theodore  and  Hannah 
(Greeley)  Parker. 

In  his  person  was  united  the  blood  of  two  of  the  earliest  New 
England  families.  His  paternal  ancestor,  Dea.  Thomas*  Parker, 
came  to  New  England  in  the  Susan  and  Ellen  in  1G35,  aged  30.  He 
settled  at  Lynn,  Mass.,  was  admitted  as  a  freeman  17  May  1637,  and 
afterwards  removed  to  Reading,  Mass.,  where  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  the  church  and  a  deacon  for  many  years,  until  his  death 
on  12  August  1683.  From  him  Moses  Greeley  Parker  traced  his 
descent  through  Sergt.  John,^  Jonathan,'  Corpl.  Kendall,*  Peter,'  and 
Theodore,*  his  father,  who  was  born  at  Dracut  20  September  1799 
and  married  at  Hudson,  N.  H.,  30  January  1834,  Hannah  Greeley, 
born  at  Hudson  19  July  1806,  daughter  of  Dea.  Moses  and  Mary 
(Derby)  Greeley.  Hannah  Greeley  was  a  descendant  of  Andrew* 
Greeley,  who  was  a  proprietor  at  Salisbury,  Mass.,  in  1643,  later 
removed  to  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  died  30  June  1697,  through  Joseph,^ 
Benjamin,'  Sergt.  Joseph,*  and  Dea.  Moses,^  her  father.  Theodore 
Parker  died  20  December  1865,  and  his  widow,  Hannah  (Greeley) 
Parker,  died  1  September  1890. 

Moses  Greeley  Parker  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Dracut, 
at  the  Howe  school  at  Billerica,  Mass.,  and  at  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  Mass.  He  taught  in  the  district  schools  of  New  Hampshire 
for  three  years,  and  then  entered  upon  the  study  of  medicine  at  the 
Long  Island  College  Hospital  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.  He  continued  his 
studies  at  the  Bellevue  Medical  College  Hospital  in  New  York  and  at 
the  Harvard  Medical  School,  and  received  from  Harvard  the  degree 
of  Doctor  of  Medicine  in  March  1864. 

A  week  after  his  graduation  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School  he 
enlisted  for  the  remainder  of  the  Civil  War,  and  was  commissioned 
as  an  assistant  surgeon  in  the  Fifty-seventh  Massachusetts  Infantry. 
Soon  afterwards  he  was  transferred  to  the  Second  United  States 
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Cavalry  (colored),  then  stationed  at  Fortress  Monroe,  and  served 

willi  tliih  unit  ut  vurioiLs  places  in  Virginia.  Lator,  aflcr  a  period  of 
service  in  the  base  hospital  oi  the  Eighteenth  United  States  Army 
Corps,  he  superintended  the  buiUhng  of  a  winter  hospital,  with  four 
thousand  beds,  at  Point  of  Rocks,  Va. 

After  the  War  Dr.  Parker  entered  upon  the  practice  of  medicine  at 
Lowell,  but  in  1873  closed  his  oflice  tor  two  years,  in  order  that  he 
might  carry  on  special  studies  in  medicine  in  London,  Paris,  and 
Vienna.  After  his  return  he  became'  one  of  the  most  successful 
practitioners  in  Ixjwell,  specializing  as  an  ocuhst  and  aurist  and 
showing  a  marked  talent  for  research  and  a  true  appreciation  of  the 
value  of  progressive  methods  in  medicine,  lie  was  physician  to  St. 
John's  Hospital,  Lowell,  for  thirty  years,  and,  in  addition  to  his  work 
with  iiis  private  patients,  opened  a  free  dispensary  and  gave  his 
services  to  the  poor  of  the  city.  His  inventive  genius  bore  Iruit  in  a 
thermo-cau|,ery  and  in  a  device,  for  which  he  secured  a  patent,  for 
producing  and  maintaining  a  very  high  degree  of  heat  by  hydro- 
carbonization.  His  incandescent  cautery  gained  for  liim  a  diploma 
from  the  Massachusetts  Charitable  Mechanics  Association,  and  he 
made  several  notable  contributions  towards  the  development  of 
scientific  photography.  He  was  the  first  to  photograph  the  tuber- 
cular bacillus  from  Cushing's  microscopical  specimens,  and  he  was 
also  the  first  to  show  by  photography,  in  1886,  the  rotary  motion  in 
the  Oame  of  the  lightning  hashes. 

In  1870  Dr.  Parker  became  interested  in  the  telephone,  as  a  result 
of  lectures  and  demonstrations  given  in  Lowell  by  Alexander  Graham 
Bell,  and  soon  built  and  experimented  with  a  private  hne  between 
his  house  and  his  office.  By  reason  of  these  experiments  Dr.  Parker 
early  realized  the  possibihties  of  the  new  invention,  and  was  one  of 
the  first  to  give  financial  assistance  to  the  Lowell  District  Exchange, 
estabhshed  in  1879.  Within  a  brief  period  his  efforts  were  directed 
to  the  estabhshment  of  other  telephone  exchanges,  to  be  connected 
with  each  other  by  toll  fines,  wliich  by  natural  development  led  to  the 
successful  efforts  of  liimself  and  his  associates  to  bring  about  a  union 
of  numerous  small  and  unconnected  companies  under  a  single  man- 
agement. This  in  turn  resulted  in  the  organization  of  the  Kew  Eng- 
land Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company  in  1883,  and  of  the  latt-er 
company  he  was  continually  a  director  for  more  than  thirty-two 
years  prior  to  liis  death  and  a  member  of  its  Executive  Committee 
for  aU  but  one  year  of  this  period.  These  and  his  many  other  busi- 
ness interests  made  such  demands  upon  his  time  that  he  ultimately 
withdrew  from  the  active  practice  of  his  profession. 

Dr.  Parker  was  a  trustee  of  the  Lowell  General  Hospital,  president 
and  treasurer  of  the  Ayer  Home  for  One  Hundred  Children,  presi- 
dent of  the  LoweU  Day  Nursery  Association,  a  member  of  several 
medical  societies,  both  local  and  national,  and  a  member  of  the 
American  Association  for  the  Advancement  of  Science.  In  1913  he 
was  sent  by  the  United  States  Government  as  a  delegate  to  the 
Seventeenth  International  Medical  Congress  in  London. 

In  liis  later  years  he  became  much  interested  in  genealogy'  and  in 
the  work  of  the  various  patriotic  societies.     He  was  twice  president 
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of  tho  Massachiisotts  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution, 
vice-prosiflont  Ronnral  of  tho  National  Society  of  Sons  of  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution  in  190G  anri  its  president  Reneral  in  1011-12.  a  mem- 
ber for  many  years  of  the  Council  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Ware 
in  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  pre.=;irient  of  the  Parker 
Historical  and  Cicnoalop:ical  Association,  and  a  member,  amonp^  other 
organizations,  of  the  T/Oyal  T/^Rion,  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument 
Association,  the  Bostonian  Society,  and  the  Order  of  Colonial  Gover- 
nors. In  1907  he  was  a  delegate  to  the  National  Arbitration  and 
Peace  Congress  in  New  York. 

In  politics  Dr.  Parker  wa.s  a  stanch  Republican,  but  he  never 
sought  political  honors.  In  his  relip:ious  affiliations  he  was  a  Uni- 
tarian. His  published  papers  and  addresses,  chiefly  on  medical,  sci- 
entific, and  patriotic  topic.s,  are  numerous. 

He  never  married,  and  his  nearest  surviving  relatives  are  his  sister, 
Mrs.  Mary  G.  Morrison,  who  in  later  years  shared  with  him  his  home, 
and  a  nephew,  Theodore  Edson  Parker  of  Ivowell. 

Throup^hout  his  life  Dr.  Parker  was  a  man  of  afTairs,  in  whom 
marked  ability  in  scientific  research,  notable  success  in  the  active 
practice  of  his  profession,  and  keen  business  jud^^ment  were  united  in 
an  imusual  dep^ree.  To  this  rare  combination  and  to  the  efficient 
service  due  thereto  are  deeplv  indebted  the  many  busine.s3  organiza- 
tions with  which  he  was  affiliated  and  the  numerous  charitable  and 
philanthropic  enterprises  which  engaged  his  attention.

In  1751  the  Dover  (N.  H.)  Monthly  Meet- 
ing bes:an  to  hold  monthly'meetins:s  at  Berwick,  in  order  to  accommo- 
date the  Friends  in  that  part  of  Maine.  In  1802  a  separate  monthly 
meeting  was  established  at  Berwick,  to  which  the  Friends  also  of 
Eliot  (then  and  until  1810  a  part  of  Kittery,  Me.)  belonged.*         '"^ 

The  records  of  the  Berwick  Monthly  Meeting  havel^een  deposited 
at  the  Moses  Brown  School  in  Providence,  R.  I. ;  and  at  the  request 
of  Samuel  Burnham  Shackford,  A.B.,  LL.B.,  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  a 
member  of  the  Committee  on  Collection  of  Records  of  the  New  Eng- 
land Historic  Genealogical  Society,  the  'custodian  of  the  records, 
Thomas  Jesse  Battey,  A.M.,  has  kindly  permitted  ^copies  and  ab- 
stracts to  be  made  for  publication^in  the  Register.  In  the  present 
number  a  copy  of  the  records  contained  in  the  so-called  "Record  of 
Membership"  is  given,  and  in  a  future  number  or  numbers  abstracts 
of  marriage  certificates  and  of  other  material  useful  in  genealogical 
research  will  be  published.

Only  the  left-hand  pages  —  those  containing  the  names  and  dates  —  of  the  original 
records  are  numbered,  and  theso  numbers  have  been  given  in  bracket-s  in  the  centre 
of  the  printed  page.  The  right-hand  pages  were  reserved  for  additional  information 
about  the  heads  of  families  or  their  children,  which  has  been  given  in  its  proper  place 
in  the  printed  copy.  Original  cross  references  from  one  page  to  another  have  been 
preserved  in  parentheses  in  the  copy.  The  original  records,  which  are  preceded  by  an 
index  of  families,  take  up  less  than  half  of  the  total  number  of  pages  in  the  book,  and 
the  writing  oftentimes  covers  only  a  small  part  of  the  page.  The  remaining  pages  are 
blank.  All  words  or  characters  in  brackets,  except  the  numbrrs  of  the  original  pages, 
are  additions,  explanations,  or  queries  inserted  by  the  Editor.

CHURCH   RECORDS   AND   MARRIAGE  RECORDS 
AT  CORNISH,   N.   H.,    1768-1805 

Transcribed  by  Georob  Walter  Chamberlain,  M.S.,  of  Maiden,  Mass. 

Below  are  given  extracts  from  a  manuscript  record  entitled  "A 
History  of  the  Chh  in  Cornish  which  was  in  Union  with  Windsor 
the  first  Five  Years"  and  also  a  record  of  one  hundred  and  fift-een 
marriages  solemnized  by  Rev.  James  Wellman  from  Jan.  1709  to 
Mar.  1805.  The  two  records  are  in  the  handwriting  of  Rev.  James 
Wellman,  who  was  the  first  pastor  of  the  church  at  Cornish,  N.  H., 

•  AccordinK  to  the  town  records  of  Wiscassct  he  died  1  Oct.  1828.  and  this  later  dat^ 
is  probftbly  the  correct  date,  as  the  gravestone  is  said  to  have  l)een  erected  several  years 
after  Major  Tinkhum's  death. 
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and  the  little  hook  containing  them  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the 
New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  to  which  it  wa.s  bxi- 
queathed  hy  the  late  Rev.  Joshua  Wyman  Wcllman,  A.M.,  D.D.,  of 
Maiden,  Ma»ss.,  a  great-grandson  of  the  writer  of  the  records.

York  Harbor  in  June  (perhaps  2  June)  1782.  He  married 
Mary  Treat,  born  at  Glastonbur>',  Conn.,  30  Nov.  1729, 
died  at  Colrain,  Mass.,  15  Aug.  1818,  daughter  of  Thomas 
and  Mary  (Hopson).* 

The  following  extract  from  the  records  of  the  Connecticut 
General  Assembly  of  May  1767  shows  that  at  that  time 
Samuel  Holman  was  an  insolvent  debtor. 

"Upon  the  petition  of  Peter  Treat  of  Glastonburj',  and  Ebenezer 
Holcman  of  Windsor,  against  John  Coleman,  Russel  Woodbridge

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and  Joseph  Mcakins  of  Hartford,  trustees  of  Samuel  Holman  of 
said  Hartford,  an  insolvent  debtor,  shewing;  to  this  Assembly  that 
since  the  proceedings  againt  tlie  Kaid  Samuel  ujKin  the  said  insolvent 
act  they,  the  petitioners,  had,  at  the  request  and  to  oblige  the  said 
Samuel,  given  their  joint  security  to  the  Treasurer  of  this  Colony  for 
the  sum  of  £23  10s.  1  kd.  in  lieu  of  so  much  due  from  the  said  Samuel 
to  this  Colony,  exjxicting  to  have  and  recoivc  that  sum  out  of  the 
hands  of  said  trustees,  but  that  the  said  trustees  refused  to  pay  and 
allow  the  same  as  thinking  by  law  they  could  not  be  justified  in 
paying  the  same  under  the  circumstances;  praying  for  relief  &c., 
as  per  the  petition  on  file:  Resolved  by  this  Assembly,  that  the 
petitioners  have  jind  receive  the  said  sum  of  £23  10.?.  lid.,  lawful 
money,  out  of  the  estate  of  the  said  Samuel  Holman  in  the  hands  of 
the  said  trustees,  and  they,  the  said  trustees,  are  hereby  ordered 
and  directed  to  pay  the  same  accordingly,  and  in  default  thereof 
execution  to  issue  therefor  at  the  suit  of  the  jxititioners."  * 

Samuel  Holman  served  in  the  Revolution,  and  an  entry 
stating  that  "In  a  list  showing  payments  made  officers  and 
crew  of  the  State  Man-of-War  'Oliver  Cromwell'  in  March, 
1778,  Samuel  Holman  is  entered  as  Steward"  may  refer  to 
him.  He  was  captain  of  a  vessel  which  was  captured  by  the 
British,  and  was  confined  in  a  prison  ship  in  the  harbor  of 
New  York,  where  he  died  from  the  inhuman  treatment  that 
he  received. 

At  a  probate  court  held  at  East  Windsor,  Conn.,  7  Dec. 
1786,  Mary  Holeman,  administratrix  on  the  estate  of  Samuel 
Holeman,  late  of  East  Hartford,  deceased,  presented  her 
account,  showing  that  she  had  paid  in  debts  and  charges 
£33.  14s.  8d.,  and  the  account  was  allowed.  The  adminis- 
tratrix then  asked  for  an  order  for  the  distribution  of  said 
estate,  and  the  Court  appointed  Ashbel  Pitkin,  Esq.,  John 
Wylles,  and  Richard  Goodwin  of  East  Hartford,  or  any  two 
of  them,  "to  make  Distribution  of  the  remaining  part  of  sd 
Estate  according  to  Law  (Viz)  to  Mary  Holeman  Widow  of 
the  deceasd  one  third  part  and  to  Catherine  Minor  Wife  of 
Richardson  Minor  two  thirds  parts."

Ebenczcr  Holman  was  only  about  one  year  and  nine 
months  old  when  his  father  died,  and  only  about  thirteen 
years  and  one  month  old  when  his  mother  died.  After  her 
death  her  brother,  Benjamin  Roberts  of  Hartford,  Corm.,  was 
administrator  of  her  estate  and  j^ardian  of  the  two  minor 
children,  Samuel  (10)  and  Ebcnezer,  their  sister  Abigail  being 
already  of  age.  Abigail  remained  in  her  uncle's  family  until 
she  was  married,  and  her  two  brothers  until  they  went  to 
learn  trades;  but  Ebenezer,  preferring  agriculture  to  a  me- 
chanical trade,  bought  a  farm  in  the  southern  part  of  East 
Windsor  and  there  passed  the  remainder  of  his  life.* 

Ebenezer  Holman  died  intestate,  and  administration  on 
his  estate  was  granted  at  East  Windsor,  11  Apr.  1795,  to 
Rachel  Holman  of  East  Windsor  [widow  of  the  deceased]  and 
to  Jason  Chapin  of  Wilbraham,  Mass.  [son-in-law  of  the 
deceased],  who  gave  bond,  with  Arodi  Wolcott  of  East  Wind- 
sor, for  £500.  On  1  Aug.  1795  the  administrators  exhibited 
an  inventory  of  the  estate,  showing  property  appraised  at 
£597.  12s.  lid.  At  a  probate  court  held  at  Enfield,  Conn., 
23  Mar.  1801,  Rachel  Holman,  only  surviving  administrator 
of  the  estate  of  Ebenezer  Holman,  asked  for  an  order  for  the 
distribution  of  the  estate,  and  Samuel  Bancroft  and  Russell 
Diggins,  both  of  East  Windsor,  were  appointed  to  distribute 
to  Rachel  Holman,  widow  of  the  deceased,  her  third  and  right 
of  dower  according  to  law,  and  to  distribute  the  remainder  of 
the  estate  to  the  children  and  heirs  of  the  deceased,  viz.,  to 
Rachel  Chapin,  Ruth  Holman,  Samuel  Hobnan,  and  John 
Holman,  to  each  an  equal  portion  thereof,  including  such 
sums  as  they  had  received  as  portions  from  the  deceased  in 
his  lifetime.  The  said  Bancroft  and  Diggins  made  a  return 
of  the  distribution  which  they  had  made  to  a  probate  court 
held  at  Enfield,  9  Nov.  1802.

Thomas  Seymour  settled  in  New  Canaan  Parish,  Norwalk, 
where  he  and  his  first  wife,  Elizabeth,  were  among  the  original 
members  of  the  church  at  its  gathering,  20  June  1733.  He 
was  chosen  ensign  of  the  military  company  at  New  Canaan 

24  Oct.  1737  and  lieutenant  18  Apr.  1742,  and  was  captain 
of  this  company  in  1747.  In  Dec.  1764  he  conveyed  lands  by 
deed  of  gift  to  his  sons  Matthew  and  Ebenezcr  as  their  por- 
tions of  his  estate;  and  during  his  lifetime  he  disposed  of  other 
lands  among  his  remaining  sons.

Hartford.  In  his  will,  made  11  July  1758,  shortly  before 
his  death,  and  proved  19  Sept.  1758,  he  describes  himself  as 
being  sick  and  weak,  and  mentions  his  sons  Elisha  and  John 
Sejmiour^  both  of  Hartford,  his  wife  Hannah,  his  two  grand- 
children, Isaac  and  Lydia  Se>inour,  children  of  his  son  Isaac, 
late  of  Hartford,  deceased,  his  sons  William  and  Uriah  of 
New  Hartford,  ''my  younger  sons,"  Elias,  Hezekiah,  Na- 
thaniel, Elijah,  and  David,  and  his  daughters  Lydia  Steele, 
Abigail  Flowers,  Lucretia  Ensign.  Lucina  Marsh,  Elizabeth 
Smith,  and  Hannah,  Zerviah,  and  Sarah  Se>Tnour.  On  5  Dec. 
1758  Hezekiah  Sej-mour,  aged  18,  Nathaniel,  aged  IG,  Elijah, 
aged  14  last  August,  and  Zerviah,  aged  12  last  October,  chose 
their  mother,  Hannah  Stymour,  as  their  guardian,  and  she  was 
also  appointed  guardian  of  her  other  children  under  age,  viz..

Administration 
on  his  estate  was  granted  3  Oct.  1749  to  his  widow  Rachel  and 
his  son  Timothy,  and  on  23  Apr.  1751  distribution  of  the 
estate  was  ordered  between  the  widow,  Rachel,  the  eldest  son, 
Timothy  Seymour,  and  the  other  children,  Allyn  and  Charles 
Seymour  and  Rachel  Easton.  The  inventory  amounted  to 
£18,684.  4s.  9d.,  and  included  estate  at  Canaan,  Salisbury, 
and  Bethelem,  Conn.

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PROCEEDINGS  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING 


The  seventy-fourth  annual  meeting  of  the  Society  was  held  on 
Wednesday,  6  February  1918,  at  2.30  p.m.,  in  Wilder  Hall,  9  Ash- 
burton  Place,  Boston,  a  quorum  being  present.  In  the  absence  of 
the  President,  Vice-President  Chase  presided.  In  the  absence  of 
the  Recording  Secretary,  Henry  Edwards  Scott  was  authorized  to 
act  in  liis  place. 

The  minutes  of  the  January  meeting  were  read  and  approved, 
and  the  monthly  reports  of  the  Historian  and  Council  were  accepted, 
the  Council  reporting  the  names  of  nine  persons  who  had  been 
elected  resident  members. 

On  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  annual  reports  of  the  Council,  including  ita  committees,  the 
Librarian,  the  Corresponding  Secretary,  the  Treasurer,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Kidder  Fund,  and  the  Historian,  being  presented  in  print,  and  now  in  the  hands 
of  the  meeting,  be  accepted  and  ordered  filed  with  the  originals. 

On  motion  it  was 

Voted,  That  the  Society  proceed  to  the  election  of  officers  and  councillors, 
agreeable  to  the  provisions  of  the  By-Laws. 

That  three  tellers  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  and  that  said  tellers  shall  dis- 
tribute, receive,  sort,  and  count  the  ballots,  and  make  a  report  to  this  meeting. 

That  the  polls  be  now  opened,  and  stand  open  until  every  member  present 
has  had  opportunity  to  vote. 

The  Chair  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  on  the  oflScial  ballot 
the  name  of  no  nominee  for  the  office  of  Recording  Secretary  was 
printed,  and  stated  that  Dr.  Alfred  Johnson  had  been  renominated 
for  this  position  by  the  Nominating  Committee  and  that  his  name 
had  been  reported  to  the  Society  by  the  Nominating  Committee  at 
the  December  meeting,  but  that  since  that  meeting  Dr.  Johnson 
had  found  it  necessary  to  withdraw  his  name  from  the  hst  of  candi- 
dates. The  Chair  read  a  letter  from  Dr.  Johnson,  in  which  he 
wrote: 

"It  is  a  matter  of  much  regret  to  me  that,  circumstances  having 
arisen  which  \\all  occasion  my  absence  from  town  during  the  coming 
season,  I  feel  obliged  to  -withdraw  my  name  as  Recording  Secretary 
from  the  hst  of  candidates  to  be  voted  upon  at  the  February  meeting 
of  the  Society." 
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The  Chair  then  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Ilccording 
Secretiiry,  and  Desmond  Fitzgerald  nominated  Henry  Edwards 
Scott  for  that  office.  This  nomination  having  been  seconded,  and 
no  other  names  having  been  presented,  the  Chair  appointed  as 
tellers  Messrs.  James  Henry  Stark  and  George  Winthrop  Torrey 
and  Dr.  Harold  Bowditch,  and  the  election  by  ballot  of  officers 
and  councillors  took  place. 

After  the  polls  were  closed,  the  Chair  presented  as  the  speaker  of 
the  afternoon  Gt:oRGE  Andrews  Moriarty,  Jr.,  A.M.,  LL.B.,  of 
Newport,  R.  I.,  Corresponding  Secretary  of  the  Socict}',  who,  in  a 
scholarly  paper,  the  result  of  thorough  genealogical  research,  de- 
scribed The  English  Life  and  Family  Connections  of  Roger  Williams. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Moriarty  and  by  invitation  of  the 
Chair,  Desmond  Fitzgerald,  C.E.,  of  Brookhne,  made  a  few  addi- 
tional statements  about  Roger  Williams,  and  Mr.  Moriarty  then 
related  a  few  anecdotes  concerning  the  amusing  exchange  of  un- 
complimentary epithets  between  the  founder  of  Rhode  Island  and 
George  Fox,  Quaker.  On  motion  of  Hosea  Starr  Ballou  a  vote 
of  thanks  to  Mr.  Moriarty  and  to  Mr.  Fitzgerald  was  adopted.

Iua  Ixjuisk  Fauk  Millkii,  Councillors, 
who  have  during  their  terms  of  office  j:;iven  of  their  time,  thfir  thought,  and 
their  counsel  that  the  broad  puri>ose  of  the  Society,  the  collection  and  preaerva- 
tiou  of  genealogical  records  for  the  public  benefit,  might  be  attained. 

The  Recording  Secretary  pro  iein-pore  then  read  a  letter  from  Presi- 
dent Baxter,  in  which  he  stated  that  the  severity  of  the  weather 
made  it  impossible  for  him  to  attend  the  meeting,  and  also  a  brief 
addrass  from  the  President  to  the  Society,  which  was  as  follows: 

"I  thank  you  for  reelecting  me  President  of  the  Society  for  an- 
other year.  I  promise  to  serve  you  to  the  best  of  my  abihty.  Nat- 
urally I  should  speak  of  the  disiistrous  times  in  which  we  are  living, 
but  I  know  that  your  minds,  as  well  as  my  own,  are  so  burdened 
with  the  subject  that  it  seems  well  for  me  to  pass  it  by  in  silence. 

"In  looking  through  the  annual  reports  of  the  committees,  several 
points  especially  strike  my  attention,  as  they  will  yours.  One  of 
these  is  the  necessity  of  increasing  our  income  to  meet  the  increase 
of  expenses  arising  from  our  growing  work.  The  Council  has  done 
everything  possible  to  increase  our  income  and  curtail  our  expenses, 
in  order  to  be  able  to  present  to  you  a  clean  balance  sheet.  These 
efforts  will  be  continued  during  the  coming  year,  but  in  this  work  it 
should  receive  the  services  of  every  member. 

"The  report  of  the  Historian  is  always  impressive,  and  is  particu- 
larly so  this  year.  The  loss  of  our  members  reminds  us  continually 
of  the  great  change  that  we  must  all  face  at  no  distant  period.  In 
the  loss  of  Mr.  Rust  and  Mr.  Ensign  the  Society  has  lost  the  past 
year  two  of  its  most  useful  and  beloved  members.  Not  only  have 
we  greatly  missed  their  genial  presence,  but  their  loss  leaves  vacan- 
cies difficult  to  fill." 

On  motion  it  was 

Voled,  That  the  proceedings  of  this  meeting,  with  the  annual  reports  accepted, 
the  address  of  the  President,  and  the  biographical  notices  of  deceased  members, 
be  printed  as  a  supplement  to  the  April,  1918,  number  of  the  New  England 
Historical  and  GENEALoaiCAL  Register,  that  a  copy  of  said  supplement  be 
mailed  to  every  member  of  the  Society  not  receiving  the  Register,  to  the  fami- 
lies of  members  deceased  during  the  past  year,  and  to  exchanging  societies,  and 
that  the  Council  be  charged  with  the  execution  of  this  order. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  the  Chair  declared  the  meet- 
ing dissolved,  and  hght  refreshments  were  served  to  the  members  of 
the  Society  and  their  guests  in  the  adjoining  reception  hall.

REPORT  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

Prepared  by  Hbitbt  Edwubos  Scott,  A.B, 

During  the  year  1917  the  Council  has  endeavored  to  perform 
its  duties  in  such  a  manner  as  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  expenses 
of  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  various  departments  of  the  Society. 

In  recent  years  the  increased  interest  in  genealogical  pursuits  and 
the  growth  of  the  Society's  Library  have  been  potent  factors  in  in- 
creasing the  expenses  of  the  Society,  wliile  the  endowment  funds  of 
the  Society  have  not  grown  in  proportion  to  the  increased  cost  of 
administration.  The  result,  even  when  the  most  rigid  economy  is 
practised,  is  a  substantial  annual  deficit. 

The  pressing  need  of  the  Society  is  for  additions  to  its  endowment 
sufficient  not  only  to  offset  the  annual  deficit  but  also  to  provide  for 
the  necessary  maintenance,  growth,  equipment,  and  indexing  of  the 
Library  and  to  assure  the  continuance  and  expansion  of  the  publica- 
tion work  of  the  Society.  The  Council,  therefore,  recommends  that 
members  and  friends  of  the  Society  do  what  they  can  to  secure 
memorial  endowment  funds,  the  income  of  which  may  be  used  to 
promote  the  purposes  for  which  the  Society  was  incorporated. 

In  the  reports  of  the  various  standing  committees,  which  follow 
this  report,  details  in  regard  to  the  activities  of  the  Society  during 
the  past  year  and  reconmiendations  for  the  future  will  be  found;  and 
to  these  reports,  especially  to  that  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and 
Means,  the  attention  of  all  friends  of  the  Society  is  called. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  two  members  of  the  Council  died,  the 
venerable  Nathaniel  Johnson  Rust,  for  five  years  Vice-President  of 
the  Society  for  Massachusetts,  passing  away  on  5  February',  only  two 
days  before  the  annual  meeting  at  which  he  would  have  been  re- 
elected Vice-President,  and  his  successor  as  Vice-President,  Charles 
Sidney  Ensign,  LL.B.,  succumbing  on  10  April  to  an  attack  of  pneu- 
monia. Mr.  Ensign,  who  had  been  a  member  of  the  Council  at 
various  times  during  the  past  twenty-five  years  and  had  served  on 
many  important  committees,  had  just  completed  a  term  of  three 
years  as  Councillor  when  he  was  elected  to  succeed  Mr.  Rust  as 
Vice-President.  Both  of  these  men,  as  members  of  the  Society,  as 
members  of  committees,  and  as  Councillors,  rendered  during  a  long 
series  of  years  faithful  service  to  the  Society,  which  recognizes  its 
indebtedness  to  them  and  feels  deeply  its  loss  in  their  death.  On 
3  October  the  Society  elected  John  Carroll  Chase,  since  1912  Vice- 
President  for  New  Hampshire,  as  Vice-President  for  Massachusetts 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term  for  which  Mr.  Ensign  had  been  elected. 
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The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Finance,  by  WiUiam  Prescott 
Greenlaw,  Acting  Trcjusurer: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  reports  the  receipt  of  $2,881.25  from 
the  estate  of  the  late  Horace  Davis  and  $500  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Frank  Ed.son  Shedd.  Mrs.  Jennie  B.  Fuller,  who  died  24  Decem- 
ber 1917,  left  a  small  bequest  to  the  Society  and  also  made  the  Soci- 
ety one  of  her  residuary  legatees. 

Under  reorganization  5  Flint  &  Pcre  Marquette  R.R.  Co.  5's,  due 
1  April  1939,  Nos.  144-5,  1217-18,  1731  ($5,000),  have  l>een  ex- 
changed for  bonds  of  the  same  company  ($3,300)  and  cash  ($1,G17.9G). 
The  Society's  note  for  $5,900  has  been  reduced  to  $3,000. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means,  by  William 
Streeter  Richardson,  Chairman: 

The  meetings  of  the  Committee  have  been  devoted  to  serious  dis- 
cussions for  the  purpose  of  formulating  some  practical  method  of 
meeting  the  financial  needs  of  the  Society,  and  upon  the  success  of 
the  means  devised  will  depend  the  proper  maintenance  and  progress 
of  the  institution.  An  exhaustive  study  of  the  requirements  ha-s  been 
tabulated,  and  plans  are  being  prepared  for  presenting  these  needs  in 
a  way  which,  it  is  hoped,  may  accomplish  their  object.  The  C'ommit- 
tee  has  to  say  that  earnest  help  by  the  membership  is  highly  iini)or- 
tant,  and  that  this,  or  a  lack  of  interest,  will  mean  much  to  the 
Society  one  way  or  the  other. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Increase  of  Membership,  by 
Richard  Henry  Winslow  Dwight,  Chairman: 

The  Committee  on  Increase  of  Membership  has  continued  until 
recently,  with  marked  success,  sending  out  letters  to  a  selected  list 
of  names,  setting  forth  the  advantages  of  becoming  members  of  the 
Society;  but  it  has  temporarily  abandoned  this  method,  by  reason 
of  war  conditions. 

The  Committee,  however,  cordially  urges  members  of  the  Society 
to  secure  as  many  desirable  new  members  as  possible.  The  Society 
has  abundant  facilities  for  an  enlarged  membership;  and  the  Com- 
mittee feels  sure  that  b}^  joining  the  Society  many  men  and  women 
will  find  an  enjoyable  relaxation  and  a  dehghtful  atmosphere  pre- 
vailing among  its  members. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  all  members  give  close  attention 
to  a  novel  pamphlet  soon  to  be  issued  by  the  Council,  in  which  the 
urgent  needs  of  the  Society  and  of  its  fast-gro\s'ing  library  vdW  be 
fully  set  forth.  

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Sale  of  Publications,  by  Charles 
Ehot  Goodspeed,  Chairman: 

The  sales  in  1917  of  the  Society's  pubHcations  and  miscellaneous 
books  (including  subscriptions)  aggregated  $9,541.05. 

In  addition  to  its  own   publications,   the  Society  has  a  goodly 
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number  of  remainders  of  genealogical  books  which  liavo  been  donated 
in  times  past,  and  the  Committee  calls  attention  to  this  metliod  of 
promoting  the  objects  of  the  institution.  The  excellent  facihties 
for  the  storage,  advertising,  and  sale  of  such  worlcs  enable  the 
Society  to  derive  substantial  benefit  from  these  donations. 


The  Repoi;t  of  the  Committee  on  Publications,  by  James  Parker 
Parmenter,  A.M.,  LL.B.,  Chairman: 

The  Committee  on  Pubhcations  reports  that  during  the  year  1917, 
in  addition  to  the  Register  and  the  Proceedings  at  the  Annual 
Meeting,  which  together  make  a  volume  of  501  pages,  the  Society  has 
pubUshed  the  Vital  Records  of  East  Bridgewatcr,  containing  406 
pages,  the  Vital  Records  of  Charlemont,  containing  IGG  pages,  and 
the  Vital  Records  of  Windsor,  containing  153  pages,  the  total  number 
of  pages  for  the  year  being  1226. 

The  Society  has  also  printed  for  distribution  among  persons  in- 
terested a  revised  edition  —  the  ninth  —  of  its  Handbook,  a  httle 
pamphlet  of  15  pages  containing  a  brief  statement  of  the  history, 
purposes,  and  needs  of  the  Society,  together  with  a  hst  of  the  Officers, 
Councillors,  and  Committees  for  1917. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  to  Assist  tile  Historian,  \t>y  Andi^®^ 
Fiske,  Ph.D.,  LL.B.,  Chairman: 

The  Committee  has  held  one  meeting  during  the  year,  namely,  on 
Tuesday,  11  December  1917;  and  at  that  meeting  it  rendered  such 
assistance  to  the  Historian  as  he  required,  and  was  notified  by  him 
that  no  more  meetings  would  be  necessary  during  the  current  year. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  English  Research,  by  Charles 
Sherburne  Penhallow,  A.B.,  Chairman: 

The  Committee  on  EngUsh  Research  presents  herewith  a  report 
of  its  income  and  expenditures  for  the  year  ending  31  December  1917. 

This  shows  a  balance  from  the  preceding  year  of  $379.74,  which, 
with  contributions  of  $115.00,  makes  a  total  of  $494.74,  out  of  which 
there  has  been  paid  $483.22,  lea^dng  a  balance  on  hand,  31  Deceml>er 
1917,  of  $11.52,  as  shown  in  the  accompanying  statement. 

Owing  to  the  conditions  caused  by  the  war  and  the  consequent 
difficulty  of  research  in  England  the  arrangement  with  Miss  French 
was  terminated  by  mutual  agreement  on  1  July,  when  settlement  was 
made  for  articles  contributed  and  for  expenses,  as  appears  in  the 
account  submitted  herewith. 

In  addition  to  the  genealogical  material  purchased  of  Miss  French 
the  Committee  has  been  enabled,  through  the  generosity  of  one  of 
its  members,  0.  Andrews  Moriarty,  Jr.,  Esq.,  to  communicate  to 
the  April  and  October  numbers  of  the  Register  valuable  Enghsh 
records  secured  by  Mr.  Moriarty  at  his  own  expense;  and  similar 
Ynaterial  has  been  placed  bj^  him  at  the  dispK)sal  of  the  Committee  for 
publication  in  the  course  of  1918.

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Heraldry,  by  Robert  Dickson 
Weston,  A.B.,  Chairman: 

The  Committee  on  Heraldry  begs  leave  to  report  that  the  past 
year  has  been  very  uneventful.  The  minds  of  men  have  been  occu- 
pied with  matters  of  vastly  more  importance  than  heraldry.  Very 
ff^ ,Uuesticpns  have  been  addressed  to  the  Committee  or  have  arisen 
\o '  ^  its  consideration,  and  it  has  met  but  seldom.  Whenever  advice 
or  assistance  has  been  sought,  the  Committee  or  its  members  individu- 
ally have  endeavored  to  furnish  what  was  wanted. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library,  by  George  Sawin 
Stewart,  A.B.,  Secretary: 

The  number  of  volumes  and  the  number  of  genealogies  acquired  in 
1917  were  about  the  same  as  in  1916,  but  the  number  of  pamphlets 
received  was  somewhat  less;  in  bulk,  however,  the  accessions  fill 
more  shelf  space.  Considerable  additions  have  been  made  to  the 
local  history  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Southern  States. 

The  use  of  the  Library  by  members  and  visitors  in  1917  was  about 
nine  per  cent  less  than  in  1916.  The  registration  of  nonmembers 
was  ten  per  cent  less  than  in  the  preceding  year,  yet  it  was  twenty 
per  cent  greater  than  the  average  of  the  last  twelve  years  in  the  old 
building. 

The  Library  staff  was  changed  towards  the  end  of  the  year  by  the 
resignation  of  Mr.  George  J.  Donnelly,  who  enlisted  in  the  United 
States  Naval  Service,  and  the  emplo^inent  of  Miss  Florence  C. 
Sanford  of  Newport,  R.  L,  as  his  successor.  The  loss  of  this  interested 
and  efficient  member,  who  served  faithfully  for  more  than  nine  years, 
is  one  that  will  be  felt  by  all  who  frequent  the  Library.  Miss  Sanford 
comes  well  equipped  to  fill  the  vacancy. 

The  Committee  reiterates  it^  call  for  more  money  to  bind  and  repair 
the  Society's  books,  pamphlets,  newspapers,  and  manuscripts.  A 
card  has  been  prepared  by  the  Conmiittee  which  shows  the  rapid 
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annual  increase  of  this  expense,  requestfl  care  in  handling;  books,  and 
solicits  donations  for  rebinding.  Copies  of  this  card  have  Ixjcn 
placed  on  the  tables  in  the  Library. 

The  Committee  also  calls  attention  to  the  need  of  adequate  indexes 
to  the  genealogical  data  published  during  the  last  twenty  years.  A 
beginning  has  been  made  on  this  work  by  the  Library  staff,  but 
progress  is  very  slow  because  the  Lil)rary  stafT  has  l)cen  reduced  so 
much  in  recent  years. 

The  Committee  met  with  a  severe  loss  in  the  deatli,  on  10  April 
1917,  of  Charles  Sidney  Ensign,  LL.B.,  whose  wise  counsel  and  loyal 
interest  in  the  work  of  the  Society  will  be  greatly  mi.ssed.  Mr.  Ensign 
had  been  a  member  of  the  Committee  since  early  in  1914  and  had 
served  as  its  chairman  since  early  in  1915.  Mr.  John  Carroll  Chase 
has  been  appointed  his  successor  both  as  a  member  and  as  chairman 
of  the  Committee. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Collection  of  Records,  by 
George  Walter  Chamberlain,  M.S.,  Chairman: 

The  most  notable  genealogical  record  received  in  1917  is  a  type- 
written copy  of  the  "Descendants  of  Capt.  George  Barbour,  1G43," 
by  Mr.  Edmund  Dana  Barbour  of  Boston.  This  collection  consists 
of  seven  volumes,  containing  9069  typewritten  pages  of  genealogies, 
with  a  consolidated  index  in  two  volumes.  It  is  understood  to  repre- 
sent nineteen  years  of  work,  and  is  a  monument  of  industry  and 
accuracy  in  genealogical  compilation. 


The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Epitaphs,  bv  Myles  Standish. 
A.M.,  M.D.,  S.D.,  Chairman: 

A  number  of  members  have  applied  for  and  received  proper  paper 
for  recording  epitaphs  in  accordance  with  the  offer  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

Two  reports  have  been  actually  made  to  the  Committee,  one 
containing  28  typewritten  pages  of  epitaphs  from  Rockingham,  Vt., 
by  Fred  Clarke  Hodgman,  S.B.,  of  Valley  Falls,  R.  L,  and  the  other 
containing  8  pages  of  epitaphs  from  Turner,  Me.,  by  Winthrop  Alex- 
ander. The  Society  has  received  from  the  Eddy  Town-Record  Fund 
a  mass  of  epitaphs  relating  to  Bridgewater,  Mass.

The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Essays  has  presented  the  following 
lectures  during  the  year  1917:

Of  these  eight  lectures  four  were  illustrated  with  stcreopticon 
views,  six  were  followed  by  the  customary  refreshments,  and  four  of 
the  lecturers  came  on  from  New  York.  The  expenses  were  met 
entirely  by  a  moderate  appropriation  of  two  hundred  dollars,  and  a 
small  balance  remained,  a  result  which  was  directly  due  to  the  gen- 
erosity of  all  the  speakers  in  giving  their  services.  During  the  coming 
season  the  Committee  has  planned  to  respect  the  Government  appeal 
for  food  conservation,  and  will  eliminate  refreshments  except  on 
occasions  of  special  significance. 

The  attendance  for  the  year  showed  a  higher  average  than  that 
of  last  year,  and  on  January  first,  when  Miss  Antin  spoke.  Wilder 
Hall  was  taxed  to  its  capacity  and  the  smaller  hall  was  used  for  the 
overflow. 


REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

Presented  by  William  Pre«cott  Greenlaw 

The  total  accessions  for  the  year  number  806  volumes,  410  pam- 
phlets, and  88  miscellaneous  articles.  Of  these,  348  volumes  and  45 
pamphlets  were  purchased;  404  volumes,  350  pamphlets,  and  88 
miscellaneous  articles  were  given;  and  54  volumes  and  15  pamphlets 
were  received  in  exchange.  During  the  year  120  volumes  were  given 
to  Harvard  College  Library  by  votes  of  the  Council.  Deducting 
these  gifts  and  adding  this  year's  accessions  give  41,209  volumes  and 
41,622  pamphlets  as  the  approximate  number  in  the  Library  on 
31  December  1917.  Three  hundred  and  five  genealogies  were 
acquired  during  the  year. 

The  growth  and  the  use  of  the  Library  have  been  almost  normal, 
notwithstanding  the  abnormal  conditions  that  have  prevailed  during 
the  year. 

An  exhibit  containing  nearly  all  of  the  American  genealogical  pub- 
lications issued  before  the  Society  was  founded  was  placed  in  the 
Library  early  in  the  year  and  has  attract<jd  much  attention.  A 
comparison  of  this  meagre  display  with  the  present  Library  of  the 
Society  will  reveal  the  chief  reason  for  the  almost  incessant  calls  for 
more  money  either  to  house  or  to  care  for  this  department  of  the 
Society's  work.

1915 

Nicholas  Darnell  Davis,  C.M.G.,  F.R.H.S.,  F.R.C.I.,  of  Lon- 
don, England,  a  corresponding  member  since  1888,  was  born  at  St. 
George's,  Grenada,  B.W.I.,  4  February  1846,  the  son  of  Hon.  Wilham 
Darnell  and  Agnes  (Slinger)  Davis,  and  died  at  Bath,  Somersetshire, 
England,  29  September  1915.  His  ancestor,  Wilham  Davis,  from  Meri- 
onethshire, Wales,  settled  in  Bermuda  in  the  seventeenth  century, 
and  married  Ehzabeth  ap  Owen,  daughter  of  Richard  ap  Owen  of 
Devon  Tribe,  Bermuda.  Their  grandson,  Wilham  Davis,  removed 
to  Antigua,  B.W.I.,  and  the  son  of  the  latter,  John  Davis  of  Planta- 
tions Hawes  and  Cocoanut,  Antigua,  married  Arabella  Spencer, 
daughter  of  Col.  Thomas  Spencer  of  Spencer  Hale  Estate,  Antigua. 
Their  son,  Hon.  Benjamin  BrowTi  Davis  of  Hawes's,  Antigua,  and  of 
Belmont,  St.  Christopher,  B.W.I.,  married  Frances  Darnell,  one  of 
the  Darnells  of  Thornley,  co.  Durham,  England,  and  was  the  father 
of  Hon.  Wilham  Darnell  Davis,  Chief  Justice  and  President  of  the 
island  of  Grenada  and  father  of  the  subject  of  this  memoir. 

Nicholas  Darnell  Davis  was  educated  at  the  school  of  Rev.  John 
Collingwood  Bruce,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  co.  Northumberland,  and 
at  Totteridge  Park  School,  Hertfordshire,  England.  The  greater 
part  of  his  hfe  was  spent  in  the  Colom'al  civil  service.  For  several 
years  he  was  employed  in  the  office  of  the  private  secretary  of  the 
Governor  of  Grenada,  and  was  afterwards  private  secretary'  to  Ad- 
ministrator Baynes.  Then,  from  1866  on,  he  served  as  a  clerk  in 
various  departments  of  the  government  in  British  Guiana.  In 
1870-1  he  was  secretary  of  the  Commissioners  of  Inquiry'  into  the 
Treatment  of  Indian  Immigrants  in  British  Guiana,  and  in  1872-3 
secretary  to  the  Royal  Commission  to  Mauritius,  charged  vriih 
similar  duties.  In  1874-1876  he  was  civil  commandant  at  Sherbro, 
Sierra  Leone,  in  1876-1881  postmaster  general  of  British  Guiana,  in 
1881-1898  comptroller  of  customs,  and  in  1898-1908  auditor  general 
of  British  Guiana.     He  was  a  member  of  the  Executive  Council  and 
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a  member  ex  ojjlcio  of  the  Court  of  Policy,  and  on  various  occasions 
acted  as  Government  secretary  and  as  Deputy  Governor  of  British 
Guiana. 

In  1908  he  retired  from  the  public  service  and  devoted  himself  to 
research  in  West  Indian  history,  in  which  he  had  already  become  an 
authority.  His  most  important  work  was  "The  Cavahers  and  Round- 
heads of  Barbados,"  but  many  other  books  and  articles  were  the 
product  of  his  pen.  The  condition  of  his  health  compelled  him  to 
abandon  his  plans  for  a  comprehensive  historical  work  on  the  West 
Indies;  but  shortly  before  his  death  he  presented  his  manuscript 
notes,  .together  with  a  collection  of  his  printed  writings,  to  the  Royal 
Colonial  Institute. 

He  married  at  Dover,  co.  Kent,  England,  27  November  1883, 
Sarah  Augusta  Haliburton  Smith,  eldest  daughter  of  Rev.  John  Bain- 
bridge  and  Emma  Maria  (Haliburton)  Smith  and  granddaughter  of 
Judge  Thomas  Chandler  Haliburton,  D.C.L.,  of  Nova  Scotia,  who 
acquired  literary  fame  as  the  author  of  the  Sam  Shck  papers  and  was 
in  his  later  years  a  member  of  Parhament  for  Launceston,  co.  Corn- 
wall. Mr.  Davis's  wife,  together  with  a  daughter,  Emma  Agnes 
Darnell  Davis,  survives  him. 

1916 

Frank  Augustus  Allen  of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  a  resident  member 
since  1895,  was  born  at  Sanford,  Me.,  29  January  1835,  the  son  of 
Horace  Octavius  and  Elizabeth  (Derby)  Allen,  and  died  at  Cambridge 
22  May  1916.  He  traced  his  descent  from  George^  Allen  of  Sandvvich, 
Mass.,  through  Samuel,*  James,'  Ebenezer,*  James,'  Eleazer,*  Elisha,^ 
and  Horace  Octavius,*  his  father.  His  great-grandfather,  Eleazer 
Allen,  was  a  prisoner  on  the  British  man-of-war  Royal  George,  when 
she  capsized  and  sank,  29  August  1782,  while  being  repaired  in  Spit- 
head,  Elngland,  a  disaster  which  caused  the  loss  of  over  one  thousand 
of  some  thirteen  hundred  persons  on  board,  and  which  was  commem- 
orated in  Cowper's  poem,  "The  Loss  of  the  Royal  George." 

His  father,  Horace  Octavius  Allen,  a  graduate  of  Bowdoin  College 
and  a  practising  lawyer,  died  when  his  son  Frank  Augustus  was  two 
years  of  age,  and  the  latter  while  still  a  lad  worked  as  a  bobbin  boy 
in  mills  at  Sanford  and  Biddeford,  Me.  In  1856  he  started  in  the  dry 
goods  business  at  Saccarappa,  Me.,  and  subsequently,  1860-1865, 
developed  a  large  dry  goods  manufacturing  business  in  New  York 
City.  In  1867  he  moved  to  Boston,  took  over  the  old  Copeland  lease, 
where  the  then  famous  Copeland  restaurant  stood  in  ScoUay  Square, 
and  started  in  the  coffee  and  tea  business,  in  which  he  remained  until 
his  retirement  shortly  before  his  death. 

In  1871  he  removed  from  Boston  to  Cambridge,  where  in  1875  and 

1876  he  was  a  member  and  president  of  the  Common  Council  and  in 

1877  was  mayor.  During  his  short  administration  of  city  affairs 
he  was  instrumental  in  introducing  many  practical  reforms  affecting 
the  Cambridge  cemetery  administration  and  the  city  poorhouse,  and 
was  also  largely  responsible  for  changes  in  the  laws  relating  to  the 
sinking  funds.     From  1878  until  a  short  time  before  liis  death  he  was 
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himself  a  member  of  the  Cambridge  board  charged  with  the  manage- 
ment of  the  sinking  funds. 

He  was  a  fine  example  of  the  old  New  England  type  of  self-made 
man,  helping  to  support  his  mother  when  he  was  hardly  ten  years  of 
age,  and  starting  in  business  on  his  own  account  when  only  twenty- 
one.  He  had  a  clear  head  for  all  financial  matters,  and  he  exercised 
a  lasting  and  beneficial  influence  on  many  of  the  affairs  of  the  city 
which  he  loved  and  served. 

He  married  first,  9  January  1858,  Annie  G.  Scribner,  who  died  in 
1865;  and  secondly,  in  18GG,  Ehzabeth  Scribner,  who  died  in  1913. 
A  son,  Herbert  M.  Allen,  a  daughter,  Annie  Allen,  and  two  grand- 
children survive  him.

John  Howard  Burdakin  of  X^edham,  Mass.,  a  resident  member 
since  1881,  was  born  at  Cambridge,  Mass.,  3  November  1840,  the  son 
of  John  Clark  and  Catharine  Ehza  (Nutting)  Burdakin,  and  died  at 
Dedham  14  October  1916.  He  was  a  grandson  of  Joseph  Burdakin 
and  a  great-grandson  of  James  Burdakin. 

His  early  years  were  spent  in  Cambridge,  and  in  the  pubhc  schools 
of  that  city  and  in  a  private  school  in  Boston  he  received  his  educa- 
tion. At  the  age  of  seventeen  years  he  entered  the  office  of  WiUiam 
V.  Thompson,  a  conveyancer  of  Boston,  where  he  remained  for  three 
years.  Then,  for  more  than  a  year,  he  was  a  clerk  in  the  Middlesex 
Registry  of  Deeds  at  East  Cambridge.  On  31  May  1862  he  enlisted 
as  a  private  in  Company  I,  Twenty-second  Infantry',  New  York 
National  Guard;  and  when  his  term  of  service,  most  of  which  was 
spent  at  Harper's  Ferry  and  at  Bolivar  Heights,  Va.,  had  expired,  he 
was  mustered  out  in  New  York  on  5  September  1863. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  became  a  clerk  in  the  Norfolk  Registry 
of  Deeds,  and  early  in  1873  was  appointed  assistant  register  there. 
At  the  close  of  that  year,  Mr.  Ford  having  declined  a  reelection  as 
register  of  deeds,  Mr.  Burdakin  w^as  elected  as  his  successor,  and 
entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  office  on  7  January-  1874.  From  that 
time  he  rendered  conspicuous  service  to  the  county,  receiving  the 
constant  support  of  both  pohtical  parties  and  the  full  confidence  of 
the  voters.  The  new  registry  building  owes  its  inception,  its  com- 
pletion, and  its  fine  appointments  to  his  tactful  foresight  and  wisdom. 

His  one  absorbing  interest  outside  his  chosen  work  was  in  the 
Dedham  Historical  Society,  to  whose  membership  he  was  elected, 
together  with  the  late  Don  Gleason  Hill,  in  1880.  The  headquarters 
of  the  Society  and  its  small  Ubrary  were  then  in  the  county  com- 
missioners' oflSce  in  the  Court  House.  The  two  young  men  gave 
their  unstinted  and  undivided  support  to  that  society,  in  which  Mr. 
Burdakin  served  as  hbrarian  from  1885  and  as  curator  from  1886. 

Mr.  Burdakin  was  long  connected  ^^'ith  the  Dedham  Institution 
for  Savings,  having  been  a  trustee  from  12  May  1885,  a  member  of  the 
Committee  of  Investment  from  0  May  1908,  and  vice-president  from 
11  May  1912.  To  this  bank  he  brought  his  valuable  knowledge  of 
estates  in  Dedham  and  its  vicinity,  an  excellent  judgment,  and  the 
exceptional  training  of  his  vocation,  not  to  mention  those  admirable 
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traits  of  character  which  so  warmly  endeared  him  to  his  fellow 
members.  A  man  of  quiet  demeanor,  but  of  good  capacity  for  execu- 
tive work,  he  found  congenial  interests  in  the  duties  lie  so  cheerfully 
performed,  and  became  an  important  factor  in  promoting  the  highest 
welfare  of  the  bank. 

Charles  W.  Carroll  Post  No.  144,  G.A.Il.,  of  Dcdham,  received  hLs 
loyal  support,  his  charter  membership  dating  from  2S  July  1871,  and 
he  was  elected  its  adjutant  in  1882  and  1883  and  its  sergeant  major 
in  1884  and  1885.  He  served  as  a  member  of  the  School  Committee 
of  Dedham  from  1889  to  1890  and  as  a  trustee  of  the  Dedham  Pubhc 
Library  from  1896  to  1911.  He  belonged  also  to  the  Fisher  Ames 
Club,  the  Norfolk  Ilepubhcan  Club,  the  Dedham  Boat  Club,  and 
other  organizations. 

His  sterhng  qualities  of  character  not  only  shone  among  a  wide 
acquaintance,  but  were  an  inspiring  influence  in  his  private  hfe, 
his  home  and  the  First  Church  receiving  the  best  he  had  to  give. 

He  married,  18  November  1874,  Ella  Louise  Smith,  daughter  of 
Nathaniel  and  Mary  Elizabeth  (PhilHps)  Smith,  who  survives  him, 
together  with  two  children,  Leshe  Richard  of  Allston,  Mass.,  and 
Lillian,  a  pupil  at  RadcHffe  College,  Cambridge.

Frederick  James  Hamilton  Merrill,  Ph.D.,  of  Los  Angeles, 
Cal.,  a  hfe  member  since  1898,  was  born  in  New  York  City  30  April 
1861,  the  son  of  Hamilton  Wilcox  and  Louisa  (Kauffmann)  Merrill, 
and  died  at  Los  Angeles  29  November  1916.  He  was  a  descendant 
of  Nathaniel  Merrill,  an  early  settler  at  Newbury,  Mass.,  through 
John,*  Daniel,'  Israel,*  Jared,*  Asa,"  and  Hamilton  Wilcox,^  his 
father.  His  mother,  who  was  bom  in  New  York  City  14  March  1820, 
was  the  daughter  of  Christian  Heinrich  and  Sophia  (Copous)  Kauff- 
mann, the  former  a  native  of  Stuttgart,  Wiirttemberg,  and  the  latter 
a  native  of  London,  England. 

He  received  his  education  at  the  CharUer  Institute  and  at  the 
School  of  Mines,  Columbia  University,  where  he  received  the  degree 
of  Ph.B.  in  1885  and  that  of  Ph.D.  in  1890. 

Dr.  Merrill  was  a  distinguished  geologist,  and  rendered  great 
practical  service  in  his  profession,  holding  for  many  years  official 
positions  first  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey  and  later  in  the  State  of  New 
York.  After  1904  he  was  engaged  in  private  practice  as  a  mining 
geologist,  and  since  1913  he  had  been  field  assistant  of  the  CaUfornia 
State  Mining  Bureau.  He  was  the  director  of  the  scientific  exhibit 
of  the  State  of  New  York  at  the  Chicago  Exposition  in  1893,  at  the 
Buffalo  Exposition  in  1901,  and  at  the  St.  Louis  Exposition  in  1904. 
He  was  a  member  of  many  scientific  and  professional  societies,  and 
was  the  author  of  numerous  scientific  pubHcations. 

He  married,  1  September  1887,  Winifred  Edgerton  of  New  York, 
daughter  of  Emmet  and  Clara  (Cooper)  Edgerton,  and  was  the  father 
of  four  children,  Louise  Edgerton,  Hamilt<)n,  Winifred,  and  Edgerton.

Samuel  Kendall  Buhbank  of  Pittsford,  Vt.,  a  resident  mcml>cr 
since  1916,  was  born  at  Proctorsville,  Vt.,  15  March  1844,  the  son  of 
Abel  and  Almira  (Blood)  Burbank,  and  died  at  Pittsford  21  January 
1917.  His  paternal  grandfather,  Samuel  Burbank,  son  of  Samuel 
and  grandson  of  Timothy,  served  as  a  captain  at  the  Battle  of  Bunker 
Hill. 

He  received  his  education  in  the  common  schools,  and  devoted  his 
life  to  business  and  to  serving  others  in  the  spirit  of  Christian  helpful- 
ness. As  town  clerk  and  town  treasurer  of  Pittsford,  as  a  memlxir  of 
the  Vermont  Legislature  in  1894-95,  and  as  president,  treasurer,  and 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Maclure  Library  Associa- 
tion, he  was  faithful  in  the  conscientious  performance  of  duty  and 
won  a  multitude  of  friends.  Loyal  to  his  own  church,  he  was  always 
ready  to  cooperate  with  other  churches  in  every  useful  work.  Few 
among  the  citizens  of  Pittsford  have  been  more  unselfish,  more 
versatile,  more  useful,  and  more  beloved. 

He  married,  19  June  1872,  Nancy  J.  Tottingham,  who  survives 
him. 

Alfred  Otis  Larkin  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  a  resident  member 
since  1880,  was  bom  at  Monterey,  Cal.,  the  son  of  Thomas  OUver 
and  Rachel  Haven  (Holmes)  Larkin,  and  died  in  Hong-Kong  21 
January  1917.  His  paternal  grandparents  were  Ebenezer  and  Mary 
(Ohver)  Larkin,  Mary  Oliver  being  a  descendant  of  Elder  Thomas 
Oliver,  who  came  to  Boston  from  England  in  1632.  He  was  also 
descended  from  Richard  Warren  of  the  Mayflower.  His  father, 
Thomas  Oliver  Larkin,  was  United  States  consul  at  Monterey,  before 
the  acquisition  of  Cahfomia  by  the  United  States. 

Alfred  Otis  Larkin  was  educated  at  private  schools  in  Washington, 
D.  C,  and  was  a  student  at  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1868-69. 
He  was  a  man  of  wealth,  and  never  engaged  in  any  active  business  or 
profession.  After  the  death  of  his  parents  he  made  his  home  in 
Portsmouth,  but  spent  his  winters  abroad.  He  was  a  great  traveller, 
and  had  journeyed  around  the  world  several  times.  For  many  years 
he  was  a  vestryman  of  St.  John's  Church  (Episcopal),  Portsmouth, 
and  he  was  a  member  of  the  Portsmouth  Athenaium  and  of  a  number 
of  CaUfornia  societies. 

He  married,  at  Portsmouth,  Mary  Ball,  daughter  of  Trueworthy 
M.  and  Alice  Douglas  (Sistare)  Ball,  and  had  one  daughter,  Alice 
Sistare  Larkin,  who  was  married,  in  September  1914,  to  Henry 
Wroughton  Tonemin  of  St.  Albans,  co.  Herts,  England. 

James  Macmaster  Codman,  A.B.,  of  Brookline,  Mass.,  a  resident 
member  since  1894,  was  bom  in  Paris,  France,  17  April  1831,  the 
son  of  Charles  Russell  and  Anne  (Macmaster)  Codman,  and  died  at 
BrookUne  24  January  1917.  He  was  a  descendant  of  Robert^  Cod- 
man, the  immigrant,  who  was  at  Salem,  Mass.,  in  1637,  lived  later  at 
Salisbury,  Mass.,  and  in  Connecticut,  and  died  at  Edgartown,  then 
belonging  to  New  York  but  later  transferred  to  Massachusetts,  in 
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1678,  his  line  of  descent  leading  through  Stephen,'  John,*  John,*  and 
John'  to  Charles  Russell, •  his  father.  His  mother,  l)orn  in  London, 
England,  in  July  1798,  was  the  daughter  of  James  Macmaatcr  of 
Ix)ndon  and  his  wife,  Anne  Van  Buskirk  of  New  Jersey,  daughter  of 
Col.  Abraham  (Jacob,  Thomas)  and  Jane  (Dey)  Van  Buskirk.  Jane 
Dey  was  of  New  York,  and  was  the  daughter  of  Anthony*  Dey 
(Richard,'  Anthony,*  Richard,^  who  emigrated  from  Holland  to  New 
Netherland  about  1635)  and  his  wife,  Hester  Schuyler  (Phihp,* 
Arnold,*  Philip/  who  emigrated  from  Holland  to  New  Netherland 
in  1650). 

James  Macmaster  Codman  received  his  early  education  at  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Marshall's  school,  Bulfinch  Street,  Boston,  at  Cushing  and 
Forbes's  school,  under  the  Park  Street  Church,  Boston,  at  the  Boston 
Latin  School,  and  at  Dr.  Muhlenberg's  school  at  Flushing,  Long 
Island,  N.  Y.  He  entered  Harvard  College  in  1847,  and  received  the 
degree  of  A.B.  in  1851. 

In  the  year  in  which  he  received  his  academic  degree  Mr.  Codman 
went  to  the  East  Indies,  and  afterwards,  for  a  few  years,  he  was 
engaged  in  Boston  in  business  connected  with  the  India  trade.  In 
1858  he  removed  from  Boston  to  Brookline,  and  thenceforth,  until 
his  death,  this  town  was  his  place  of  residence.  Much  of  his  time, 
however,  was  spent  in  travel,  and,  in  addition  to  the  East  Indies,  he 
visited  Japan,  Egypt,  many  European  countries,  the  West  Indies, 
and  various  parts  of  the  North  American  continent. 

He  was  interested  in  agriculture  and  horticulture,  and  from  Iiis 
student  days  had  made  a  study  of  the  pedigrees  of  blooded  cattle, 
especially  of  Guernsey  cattle.  He  had  visited  the  island  of  Guern- 
sey, and  was  one  of  the  first  to  import  into  America  a  herd  of  Guernsey 
cattle.  He  was  for  many  years  president,  and  afterwards  president 
emeritus,  of  the  American  Cattle  Club. 

Literature  and  art  also  claimed  his  attention.  For  nearly  twenty 
years  he  served  as  a  trustee  of  the  Brookline  PubUc  Library,  and  for 
two  years  he  was  one  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Union  Club  and  of  the  St.  Botolph  Club  of  Boston. 

He  married,  19  October  1858,  Henrietta  Gray  Sargent,  who  sur- 
vives him,  daughter  of  Ignatius  and  Henrietta  (Gray)  Sargent. 
Their  children  were:  1.  Francis,  born  in  1859,  died  unmarried  in 
1885.  2.  James  Macmaster,  of  Brookline,  A.B.  (Harvard,  1884), 
born  20  April  1862,  a  lawyer  practising  in  Boston.  3.  Henry  Sar- 
gent, born  in  1864,  died  unmarried  in  1893.  4.  PhiUp,  A.B.  (Har- 
vard, 1889),  bom  6  October  1868,  died  unmarried  28  October  1896. 
5.  Cora,  born  12  July  1874,  married,  24  July  1894,  to  William  Ely 
of  Providence,  R.  I. 

John  Fletcher  Moffett  of  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  a  resident  member 
since  1915,  was  born  at  Paris  Hill,  Oneida  Co.,  N.  Y.,  15  April  1841, 
the  son  of  Charles  Denny  and  Emily  Hayman  (Knollin)  Moffett, 
and  died  in  New  York  City  28  January  1917.  He  traced  his  descent 
from  Wilham^  Moffat  or  Muffet  of  Newbury,  Mass.,  tlirough  Joseph,* 
Joseph,*  Joseph,*  and  Charles  Denny,*  his  father.  He  also  numbered 
among  his  ancestors,  on  the  paternal  side,  members  of  the  Sargent, 
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Bliss,  Leonard,  Richardson,  Church,  and  Kendall  famihcs,  and  was 
a  descendant  of  John  Ilowland,  John  Tilley,  and  Richard  Warren  of 
tlic  Mayflower,  His  mother  was  a  native  of  Brixham,  co.  Devon, 
England,  and  came  to  America  in  1827. 

In  1845  Mr.  MofTett's  parents  removed  to  Rodman,  Jefferson  Co., 
N.  Y.,  and  there  his  early  hfe  was  spent,  with  the  exception  of  two 
years  of  study  at  the  Jefferson  County  Institute  in  Watertown,  N.  Y. 
In  1860  he  entered  the  employ  of  the  Watertown  Bank  &  Loan 
Company  in  Watertown,  where  he  remained  for  five  years.  He 
then  became  connected  with  Wooster  Sherman's  private  bank  for 
a  short  time,  and  in  1866  helped  to  reorganize  a  private  bank  owned 
by  Norris  Winslow.  Tliis  became  the  Merchants'  Bank,  and  Mr. 
Moflett  was  its  cashier  until  1882,  as  well  as  a  stockholder  and 
director.  In  that  year  he  undertook  the  building  of  waterworks, 
electric  light  plants,  steam  railroads,  street  railways,  etc.,  and  the 
firm  of  Moffett,  Hodgkins  &  Clarke,  with  which  he  was  connected, 
had  offices  in  New  York  City,  and  did  a  very  extcn.sive  business  in 
nearly  every  State  of  the  Union  and  in  Canada.  After  the  dissolu- 
tion of  this  company  in  1893  Mr.  Moffett  did  not  engage  in  any  other 
active  business,  but  was  occupied  with  his  private  affairs. 

He  always  maintained  a  residence  in  Watertown,  was  active  in  the 
Methodist  Church  there,  and  was  influential  in  estabhshing  the  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  in  his  home  city.  He  was  connected 
with,  many  enterprises  in  Watertown,  both  philanthropic  and  com- 
mercial. He  was  an  active  Repubhcan,  and  later  a  Progressive,  but 
he  never  held  any  pohtical  office.  He  had  much  to  do  with  making 
the  Thousand  Islands  a  summer  resort,  and  for  many  years  his  family 
spent  their  summers  in  their  cottage  there.  Shortly  before  his  death, 
however,  he  purchased  a  home  at  Sacket's  Harbor  on  Lake  Ontario, 
where  he  contemplated  spending  his  last  years. 

Mr.  Moffett  was  a  man  of  unusual  physical  vitahty,  and  never 
knew  illness  until  his  last  few  years.  Of  sanguine  temperament  and 
generous,  fun-loving  disposition,  his  years  sat  hghtly  upon  him,  and 
he  walked  and  spoke  with  the  vigor  of  a  much  younger  man.  His 
mental  abihties  and  business  acumen  were  of  a  high  order,  while  his 
readiness  in  mastering  details  and  in  going  to  the  bottom  of  any 
subject  in  which  he  was  interested  was  marvellous,  even  in  his  later 
years. 

He  married,  28  January  1862,  Frances  Pamela  Todd  of  Rodman, 
N.  Y.,  who  died  26  January  1909,  daughter  of  Enoch  L.  and  Emmehne 
Jennette  (Smith)  Todd,  a  woman  whose  strength  and  sweetness  of 
character,  combined  with  unusual  gifts  of  mind  and  with  outward 
charm,  made  her  an  ideal  companion  and  mother.  Five  children 
survive  their  father:  Charles  Todd,  Jeannette  Todd,  Grace  Emily, 
Frances  Smith,  and  Earle  Mortimer.  Another  child,  Ella  Bowman, 
died  at  the  age  of  five  years. 

JosiAH  Henry  Benton,  A.M.,  LL.D.,  of  Boston,  a  resident 
member  since  1891,  was  born  at  Addison,  Vt.,  4  August  1843,  the 
son  of  Josiah  Henry  and  Martha  Ellen  (Danforth)  Benton,  and  died 
in  Boston  6  February   1917.     He  was  a  descendant  of  Andrew^ 
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Benton  of  Milford,  Conn.,  through  Samuel,*  Jacob,*  Jacob,*  Samuel 
Slade,^  and  Josiah  Henry,"  his  father. 

lie  attended  the  Literary  and  Scientific  Institute  at  New  London, 
N.  11.,  and  studied  law  at  the  Albany  Law  School,  which  gave  him 
the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1866.  From  Dartmouth  College  he  received 
the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1869  and  from  Norwich  University  that  of 
LL.D.  in  1908. 

At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  enhsted  as  a  private  in  Company  H, 
Twelfth  Vermont  Volunteers,  and  served  in  the  Civil  War  from 
August  1862  until  July  1863. 

In  1866  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  practised  law  for  a  year 
at  Bradford,  Vt.,  and  at  Lancaster,  N.  H.,  from  1867  until  1873.  He 
was  assistant  clerk  and  clerk  of  the  New  Hampshire  House  of  Ilepre- 
sentativcs  in  1868-69  and  in  1870-1872.  In  1873  he  came  to  Boston, 
where  he  built  up  an  extensive  law  practice.  He  became  general 
counsel  for  the  Old  Colony  Railroad  and  for  its  steamboat  hnes,  and 
later  was  employed  in  the  same  capacity  by  the  New  Haven  interests. 
He  was  also  a  director  and  counsel  for  the  Northern  Railroad  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  from  1894  to  1906  he  lectured  on  corporations  and 
railroads  before  the  Boston  University  Law  School. 

In  1894  Mr.  Benton  became  a  trustee  of  the  Boston  Pubhc  Library, 
and  from  1908  on  was  president  of  the  Board.  He  had  been  a  trustee 
a  year  when  the  Library  was  moved  from  Boylston  Street  to  Copley 
Square.  Before  he  became  president  of  the  Board,  even  when  business 
affairs  were  pressing,  he  devoted  much  time  daily  to  the  Library 
problems.  In  his  later  years  he  visited  the  Library  every  da}', 
giving  to  it  practically  all  of  his  attention.  The  branch-hbrary 
system  was  developed  largely  through  his  efforts.  When  the  plan  was 
proposed  of  enlarging  the  site  of  the  central  building  by  the  purchase 
of  three  properties  on  Blagden  Street,  he  volunteered  to  acquire  them 
in  his  own  name,  in  order  that  the  city  might  obtain  them  at  the 
lowest  possible  prices.  He  often  appeared  before  the  City  Council 
on  Library  questions,  and  always  showed  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
this  department.  He  insisted  that  the  Boston  PubUc  Library  should 
be  kept  aloof  from  Boston  municipal  politics,  and  pohtics  never 
entered  into  the  conduct  of  that  institution,  its  system  of  manage- 
ment being  a  model  for  all  other  city  departments.  As  president  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees,  he  always  took  care  that  its  annual  report 
should  be  issued  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year, 
and  the  report  for  1916-17  was  issued  while  the  inauguration  cere- 
monies were  being  held  in  City  Hall.  He  made  generous  pro\asion 
for  the  Library  in  his  will. 

Mr.  Benton  served  also  as  a  trustee  of  the  Massachusetts  State 
Library  and  as  president  of  its  Board  of  Trustees.  He  was  also  a 
trustee  of  Boston  University.  He  was  a  Republican,  but  never  took 
any  especially  active  part  in  politics.  He  was  a  Mason,  and  a  member 
of  several  societies  and  clubs,  among  which  may  be  mentioned  the 
Bostonian  Society,  the  Vermont  Historical  Society,  and  the  Algon- 
quin Club. 

He  was  the  author  of  monographs  and  addresses  on  legal,  economic, 
and  legislative  subjects,  and  also  of  "Samuel  Slade  Benton,   His 
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Ancestors  and  Descendants,"  1901,  "A  Notable  Libel  Suit,"  1904, 
"Early  Census  Making  in  Massachusetts,"  1905,  "The  Story  of  the 
Old  Boston  Town  House,"  1908,  "The  Book  of  Common  Prayer," 
1910,  "Warning  Out  in  New  England,"  1911,  "John  Baskerv-ille, 
Type  Founder  and  Printer,"  and  "Voting  in  the  Field." 

Mr.  Benton  married  first,  19  May  1866,  Josephine  Emery  Aldrich, 
who  died  8  April  1872,  daughter  of  Richard  Ransom  and  Emma  H. 
Aldrich  of  Bradford,  Vt.;  and  secondly,  2  September  1875,  Mary 
Elizabeth  Abbott  of  Concord,  N.  H.,  who  survives  him,  daughter  of 
Charles  Dudley  and  Laurinda  (Holbrook)  Abbott.

Henry  Dwight  Holton,  A.M.,  M.D.,  of  Brattleboro,  Vt.,  a 
resident  member  since  1912,  was  born  at  Saxton's  River,  Vt.,  24  July 
1838,  the  son  of  Elihu  Dwight  and  Nancy  (Grout)  Holton,  and  died 
at  Brattleboro  12  February  1917.  He  traced  his  descent  from  Hcnry^ 
Holton,  through  Joseph,*  Isaac,*  William,*  Bethiah,'  Joeth,'  and 
Elihu  Dwight,^  his  father.  On  his  mother's  side  he  was  descended 
from  Capt.  John  Grout  of  Watertown  and  Sudbury,  Mass.,  one  of 
the  early  immigrants  from  England. 

He  attended  the  academy  at  Saxton's  River,  and  studied  medicine 
in  New  York,  graduating  at  the  University  of  New  York  in  1860. 

After  six  months  of  dispensary  work  in  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  he  began 
practice  as  a  physician  at  Putney,  Vt.,  was  surgeon  of  the  Twelfth 
Vermont  Volunteers  in  the  Civil  War,  and  in  1867  settled  at  Brattle- 
boro, where  he  spent  the  rest  of  his  hfe.  He  early  took  a  leading  part 
in  the  medical  profession  in  the  Connecticut  Valley,  his  practice  reach- 
ing into  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire.  He  was  long  the  best 
known  surgeon  of  that  region,  and  his  professional  activities  con- 
tinued until  his  election  in  1900  as  secretary  of  the  Vermont  Board  of 
Health,  a  position  which  he  held  until  1912.  After  accepting  this 
office  he  gradually  relinquished  his  practice,  and  devoted  himself 
unselfishly  to  his  oflScial  work  and  to  the  manj^  business  and  scientific 
organizations  with  which  he  was  connected. 

During  his  active  professional  life  he  was  a  member  of  the  Con- 
necticut River  Medical  Society  and  the  Vermont  StAte  Society,  and 
served  each  as  president.  In  1873  he  was  called  to  the  chair  of 
materia  medica  in  the  medical  department  of  the  University  of 
Vermont,  and  lectured  there  for  thirteen  years.  He  was  also  a 
trustee  of  the  University  and  of  the  State  Agricultural  College  from 
1873  on  for  eighteen  years.  At  the  same  time  he  was  medical  ex- 
aminer of  the  Vermont  Asylum  for  the  Insane  at  Brattleboro.  He 
joined  the  American  Medical  Association  in  1864  and  was  one  of  its 
vice-presidents  in  1880.  He  was  active  in  the  organization  of  the 
Pan-American  Medical  Congress  and  in  the  National  Society  for 
the  Study  and  Prevention  of  Tuberculosis,  and  he  was  a  member  of 
numerous  other  scientific  organizations  in  this  country  and  abroad, 
such  as  the  British  Medical  Association,  the  American  Academy  of 
Medicine,  the  American  Academy  of  Political  and  Social  Science, 
the  New  England  Educational  League  and  the  American  Public 
Health  Association. 
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He  was  also  prominent  in  public  life.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Vermont  Senate  in  1884  and  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  1888, 
a  commissioner  to  the  Nicaraguan  Canal  Convention  in  1892,  and 
to  the  Columbian  Exposition  in  the  following  year,  and  a  delegate 
to  the  Republican  national  convention  in  1896.  He  was -long 
president  of  the  Vermont  branch  of  the  American  Red  Cross  Society, 
surgeon  of  the  Colonial  Wars,  and  a  member  and  at  one  time  presi- 
dent of  the  Vermont  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution. 

With  all  Ids  responsibihties  he  did  not  fail  to  show  deep  interest 
in  the  affairs  of  his  home  town.  For  twenty-five  years  he  served  on 
the  School  Board,  of  which  he  was  chairman  for  fifteen  years.  He 
was  trustee  from  the  first  of  the  Brattlcboro  Free  Library,  and 
moderator  for  twelve  years  of  the  town  meetings.  The  Brattleboro 
Home  for  the  Aged  and  Disabled  and  the  Austine  Institution  for  the 
Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Blind  owed  their  existence  chiefly  to  his 
broad  humanitarianism  and  were  objects  of  his  special  care  during 
his  last  years.  He  was  for  sixteen  years  president  of  the  Brattleboro 
Gas  Light  Company,  for  many  years  director  and  latterly  president 
of  the  Vermont  National  Bank,  and  director  and  vice-president  in 
the  Fort  Dummer  Mills. 

In  his  will  he  bequeathed  his  home  and  a  sum  of  money  to  the 
Baptist  Church,  in  which  he  had  been  a  deacon,  and  left  bequests 
to  several  missionary  societies,  to  the  Austine  Institution,  the  Home 
for  the  Aged  and  Disabled,  the  Leland  and  Gray  Seminary  in  Town- 
shend,  Vt.,  the  College  of  Medicine,  the  University  of  Vermont,  and 
other  institutions. 

He  married,  19  November  1862,  Ellen  Hoit,  who  died  in  1909.   . 

Hon.  Henry  Sewall  Webster,  A.M.,  of  Gardiner,  Me.,  a  resi- 
dent member  since  1909,  was  bom  at  Augusta,  Me.,  26  September 
1845,  the  son  of  John  Milton  and  Sarah  Hayes  (Hussey)  Webster, 
and  died  at  Gardiner  16  February  1917.  He  was  a  descendant  of 
John^  Webster  of  Ipswich,  Mass.,  1635,  through  Nathan,*  Nathan,* 
Nathan,*  Nathan,^  John  Ordway,®  and  John  Milton,^  his  father. 

He  received  his  education  at  the  Augusta  High  School  and  at 
Bowdoin  College,  at  which  he  was  graduated  in  1867  and  from  which 
he  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  in  1870. 

After  graduation  he  taught  school  for  three  years,  was  admitted 
to  the  bar  in  1870,  and  in  the  same  year  took  up  his  residence  in 
Gardiner.  Later  he  became  cashier  of  the  Cobbossee  National 
Bank  of  Gardiner,  and  in  1888  was  elected  treasurer  of  the  Gardiner 
Savings  Institution,  of  which  he  was  treasurer  and  trustee  at  the 
time  of  his  decease.  He  held  various  municipal  oflfices  in  Gardiner, 
and  from  1885  until  1893  served  as  judge  of  probate  and  insolvency 
for  Kennebec  County,  Me.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Maine  Historical 
Society  and  an  honorary  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Genealogi- 
cal Society.  He  belonged  also  to  the  Society  of  Sons  of  the  American 
Revolution  and  to  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants,  was  a 
thirty-second  degree  Mason,  and  had  held  high  oflfice  in  several 
Masonic  bodies. 

He  was  the  author  of  some  books  on  Masonic  history,  and  in  1904 
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published  a  genealogy  entitled  *' Thomas  Sewall:  Some  of  his  An- 
cestors and  All  of  his  Descendants."  In  his  later  years  he  devoted 
much  time  to  the  work  of  compiling  the  vital  records  of  Maine 
towns,  and  several  volumes  containing  such  records  of  towns  in  the 
Kennebec  Valley  were  pubhshed  by  him,  in  accordance  with  a  State 
law.  From  time  to  time  he  contributed  to  the  Register  valuable 
Friends'  and  family  records. 

He  married  at  Augusta,  12  August  1876,  Mary  Chase  Johnson 
of  Augusta,  daughter  of  WiUiam  Trcby  and  Martha  Tappan  (Chase) 
Johnson,  who,  together  with  one  daughter,  Martha  Tappan  Webster, 
survives  him.     Another  daughter  died  young. 

Sarah  Haskell  Crocker  of  Boston,  a  life  member  since  1904, 
was  born  in  Boston  8  September  1840,  the  daughter  of  Uriel  and 
Sarah  Kidder  (Haskell)  Crocker,  and  died  in  Boston  31  March  1917. 
She  traced  her  descent  from  WilHam^  Crocker  of  Scituate  and  Barn- 
stable, in  the  Plymouth  Colony,  through  Job,*  Samuel,'  Cornelius,* 
Josiah,'  Uriel,*  and  Uriel,'  her  father.  Five  of  the  passengers  in  the 
Mayflower  were  also  her  ancestors. 

She  was  educated  in  Boston,  and  in  the  course  of  her  hfe,  which 
extended  over  three  quarters  of  a  century,  was  active  in  many  enter- 
prises connected  with  the  welfare  of  the  conmiunity.  Her  energy  in 
the  interests  which  enlisted  her  sympathy  and  support  was  unfailing. 
She  was  prominent  in  the  movement  to  save  and  to  restore  the  Old 
South  Meetinghouse,  at  a  time  when  the  raising  of  funds  for  this 
purpose  seemed  impossible;  and  afterwards,  as  a  member  of  the 
Board  of  Managers,  she  maintained  her  interest  in  the  educational 
work  of  the  Old  South  Association  up  to  the  time  of  her  death.  One 
of  the  causes  which  especially  appealed  to  her  in  the  past  few  years 
was  the  building  up  of  the  Children's  Museum  at  Jamaica  Pond,  and 
her  interest  in  botany  led  her  to  offer  prizes  for  the  bo^st  collection  of 
leaves  made  by  the  children.  Miss  Crocker  was  also  treasurer  and 
honorary  vice-president  of  the  Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  and  as  a 
delegate  to  various  conventions  she  made  numerous  friends  through- 
out the  United  States.  Her  home  on  Commonwealth  Avenue  was 
always  open  for  meetings  in  aid  of  any  cause  which  she  desired  to 
promote,  and  as  a  hostess  she  was  most  cordial.  While  best  known 
through  her  broader  activities  and  philanthropy,  she  had  time  for  a 
multitude  of  other  kindnesses  to  people  of  all  stations  in  hfe,  and 
appeals  to  her  for  aid  in  deserving  cases  were  never  unheeded. 

Miss  Crocker  was  a  sister  of  the  late  Uriel  H.  Crocker,  who  helped 
to  estabhsh  the  park  system  of  Boston,  and  of  the  late  George  Glover 
Crocker,  for  many  years  chairman  of  the  Boston  Transit  Commission 
and  in  his  later  years  a  member  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genea- 
logical Society.     Several  nephews  and  nieces  survive  her.

Edward  Tobet  Tucker,  A.B.,  M.D.,  of  New  Bedford,  Mass.,  a 
resident  member  since  1887,  was  born  at  New  Bedford  29  September 
1849,  the  son  of  Charles  Russell  and  Dorcas  (Fry)  Tucker,  and  died 
at  New  Bedford  10  April  1917.     He  was  a  member  of  one  of  the  oldest 
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and  beat  known  families  of  Friends  in  Now  Bedford  and  Dartmouth, 
Mass.,  and  traced  his  descent  from  Henry ^  Tucker  of  Sandwich,  in 
the  Plymouth  Colony,  through  John,'  Joseph,*  John,*  Benjamin,'  and 
Charles  Russell, •  his  father. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the  Friends'  Academy  in  New  Bed- 
ford, was  graduated  at  Brown  University  in  1871,  and  received  the 
degree  of  M.D.  from  the  Harvard  Medical  School  in  1874. 

He  was  actively  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his  profession  in  New 
Bedford  for  a  period  of  forty-two  years,  extending  to  within  a  year 
of  his  death.  For  a  considerable  portion  of  this  time  he  was  also  in 
the  service  of  the  city,  being  physician  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor 
from  1903  to  1905  and  physician  in  charge  of  the  city  almshouse  from 
1904  to  December  1915.  From  1893  to  1898  he  was  a  member  of  the 
New  Bedford  School  Committee.  He  took  an  active  interest  in 
charitable  and  philanthropic  institutions  in  New  Bedford  and  else- 
where, and  for  a  number  of  years  was  a  director  of  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association,  of  which  he  was  at  one  time  president. 

As  a  leading  member  and  official  of  the  Society  of  Friends  he  was 
conspicuous  for  his  activity  and  usefulness,  being  broad-minded, 
hberal,  and  keenly  interested  in  every  movement  that  tended  to  the 
uplifting  of  the  moral  tone  of  the  community.  He  was  a  member  of 
the  committee  appointed  by  the  Society  of  Friends  to  supervise  the 
Friends'  School  in  Providence,  R.  I.,  which  is  now  known  as  the 
Moses  Brown  School.  He  held  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  Monthly 
Meeting  of  Friends  from  1883  on,  and  had  also  been  clerk  of  the 
Quarterly  Meeting  since  1887. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Medicine,  of  the 
Massachusetts  Medical  Society,  and  of  the  New  Bedford  Society  for 
Medical  Improvement.  He  was  also  a  member  of  the  Old  Colony 
Historical  Society  of  Taunton,  Mass.,  and  the  Old  Dartmouth  His- 
torical Society  of  New  Bedford. 

He  married,  7  June  1877,  Anna  Elizabeth  Pope,  daughter  of 
Thomas  Pope,  who,  with  one  son,  Robert  Earle  Tucker  of  New  Bed- 
ford, survives  him. 

Charles  Everett  Ranlett  of  Newton,  Mass.,  a  resident  "member 
since  1887,  was  born  at  Montville,  Me.,  9  November  1816,  the  son  of 
John  and  Cynthia  (Everett)  Ranlett,  and  died  at  Newton  3  May 
1917,  aged  100  years,  5  months,  24  days.  He  traced  his  descent  from 
Charles^  Runlet  of  Kxeter,  N.  H.,  through  James*  Randlett,  Capt. 
Charles*  Rundlet,  Charles*  Ranlet,  and  John'  Ranlett,  his  father. 

When  Charles  Everett  Ranlett  was  about  three  years  old  his 
father  died,  and  the  boy  was  brought  up  by  his  mother,  who  hved 
in  Montville,  Camden,  and  St.  George,  Me.,  and  was  married  secondly, 
in  1828,  to  Joseph  Watts  of  St.  George.  He  attended  the  common 
schools,  and  in  his  thirteenth  year  shipp)ed  as  cabin  boy  on  a  coasting 
schooner  and  thus  began  his  career  as  a  sailor.  At  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  he  sailed  from  Thomaston,  Me.,  as  master  of  the  schooner  Waldo- 
boro,  laden  with  lime.  The  vessel  sprang  a  leak  in  a  Southern  harbor, 
the  lime  caught  fire,  and  Captain  Ranlett's  first  command  was 
destroyed.     He  was  master  of  the  bark  Alabama  (1840-1844),  the 
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clipper  ship  Kentucky  (1844-45),  sailing  in  these  two  vessels  between 
New  York,  New  Orleans,  and  European  ports,  the  bark  Miliiades 
(1846-1848),  in  which  he  sailed  to  Limerick,  to  carry  relief  to  the 
starving  population  of  Ireland,  and  also  to  Odessa  and  Antwerp,  the 
ship  Ionian  (1849-1852),  in  which  he  made  the  voyage  around  Cape 
Horn  to  San  Francisco,  being  in  that  port  at  the  time  of  the  great 
fire  in  1851,  and  the  ship  Oracle  (1854-1857),  in  which,  as  well  as  in 
its  predecessor,  the  Ionian,  he  made  several  voyages  to  India,  China, 
and  Austraha.  In  the  summer  of  18G0  he  commanded  the  schooner 
Nautilus 'on  a  scientific  expedition  to  Labrador  and  Greenland. 
Later  he  commanded  the  bark  Sunbeam  (1863-1865),  in  which  he 
sailed  to  Australia,  Peru,  Ireland,  and  Spain,  accompanied  by  his 
whole  family  and  running  the  risk  of  capture  by  Confederate  pri- 
vateers, and  the  bark  Asterias  (1868-69),  his  last  command.  He 
then  retired  from  the  sea,  having  during  his  career  as  a  master 
mariner  commanded  seventeen  vessels  (including  some  small  vessels 
not  named  above),  sailed  three  times  around  the  globe,  and  visited 
forty-six  foreign  ports. 

In  the  intervals  between  his  voyages  Captain  Ranlett  was  usually 
engaged  in  shipbuilding,  and  most  of  the  vessels  which  he  commanded 
were  built  in  Maine  under  his  own  supervision.  His  residence  was 
at  Thomaston,  and  he  was  one  of  the  selectmen  of  that  town  in  1862 
and  its  representative  in  the  Maine  Legislature  in  1863.  In  1866  he 
removed  from  Thomaston  to  the  Aubumdale  section  of  Ne\\ix)n, 
Mass.,  which  was  his  residence  for  the  remaining  half  century  of 
his  life.  He  was  one  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  of  Newton  from 
1871  to  1873,  and  one  of  the  representatives  of  the  city  of  Newton  in 
the  Massachusetts  General  Court  in  1877,  1878,  and  1879.  He  was 
a  member  of  the  Auburndale  Congregational  Society. 

In  1867  Captain  Ranlett  compiled  a  manuscript  genealogy  of  the 
Everett  family,  including  the  descendants  of  Phineas  Everett,  his 
grandfather. 

He  married  first,  9  September  1841,  Elizabeth  Bond  Stearns,  who 
died  4  June  1844,  daughter  of  Dr.  Charles  Stearns  of  St.  George,  Me.; 
and  secondly,  25  March  1846,  Ann  Maria  Jordan,  who  died  18  June 
1893,  daughter  of  Oliver  Jordan  of  Thomaston,  Me.  By  his  first 
wife  he  had  one  child,  Elizabeth  Frances,  born  21  June  1842  and  now 
deceased;  and  by  his  second  wife  he  had  three  children,  Charles 
Oliver,  born  17  January  1847  and  now  deceased,  Susan  Alice,  born 
3  July  1853  and  living  unmarried  at  Auburndale,  and  Frederick 
Jordan,  A.B.  (Harvard,  1880),  born  17  November  1857,  a  law>'er 
practising  in  Boston  and  residing  at  Auburndale. 

George  Herbert  Beaman  of  Washington,  D.  C,  a  resident  mem- 
ber since  1904,  was  born  at  Edgartown,  Mass.,  27  July  1845,  the  son 
of  Charles  Cotesworth  and  Mary  Ann  (Stacy)  Beaman,  and  died  in 
Washington  5  May  1917.  He  traced  his  descent  from  Gamaliel 
Beaman  of  Dorchester  and  Lancaster,  Mass.,  through  John,*  John,* 
John,*  Joseph,^  Ephraim,'  and  Charles  Cotesworth,'  his  father. 

He  was  educated  at  Wellfleet  and  Southborough,  Mass.,  at  North 
Scituate,  R.  I.,  and  at  the  high  school  at  Salem,  Mass.,  where  he  was 
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prepared  for  college,  and  where  he  was  graduated  in  18G1.  He  did 
not,  however,  enter  college,  but  became  a  bookkeeper  in  Salem, 
remaining  there  until  1864.  The  following  year  he  lx;came  a  clerk 
in  the  customhouse  in  Boston,  where  he  remained  until  18G9,  when  he 
formed  a  partnership  with  his  brother,  under  the  firm  name  of  Bea- 
man  Brothers,  and  engaged  in  the  commission  business  in  Boston. 
In  1880  he  went  to  Great  Britain  with  the  idea  of  opening  up  a  grain- 
export  business  with  firms  in  Liverpool  and  Glasgow.'  From  1889 
on  he  resided  in  Washington,  where  he  was  engaged  in  developing 
real  estate  and  helping  in  the  work  of  the  Interstate  Conmierce 
Commission. 

He  married,  12  December  1889,  Anna  Ekin  Lovett,  daughter  of 
George  Sidney  and  Caroline  (de  Beelen)  Lovett,  who  survives  him. 

LiEUT.-CoL.  Franklin  Lawrence  Joy,  Massachusetts  National 
Guard,  of  Roxbury,  Mass.,  a  resident  member  since  1904,was  born  in 
Boston  15  October  1857,  the  son  of  John  D.  W.  Joy,  a  merchant  of 
Boston  of  long  standing,  and  died  suddenly  in  Boston  12  May  1917, 
while  leading  his  command,  the  former  First  Corps  Cadets,  on  Boyls- 
ton  Street,  in  the  parade  in  honor  of  Marshal  Joffre. 

Entering  business  as  a  young  man,  he  was  for  many  years  a  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Joy,  Langdon  &  Son,  and  later  became  president  of 
the  Forbes  Lithographic  Company  and  a  trustee  of  the  estate  of  his 
father. 

For  thirty-seven  years  he  was  a  member  of  the  First  Corps  Cadets, 
rising  from  grade  to  grade  in  this  noted  organization  until  15  April 
1910,  when  he  was  elected  heutenant-colonel.  He  thus  became  the 
actual  commander  of  the  corps,  of  which  the  Governor  of  the  Com- 
monwealth was  the  official  head.  He  was  very  prominent  in  military 
circles,  and,  although  a  strict  disciplinarian,  was  one  of  the  most 
popular  officers  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.  During  his  many 
years  of  service  he  worked  unceasingly  and  untiringly  for  perfection, 
bringing  his  command  up  to  the  highest  standard  of  excellence. 
Shortly  before  his  death  the  Corps,  with  a  greatly  enlarged  member- 
ship, was  organized,  under  his  supervision,  as  a  regiment  of  engineers, 
and  is  now,  as  the  One  Hundred  and  First  Engineers,  in  active  service 
with  the  American  Expeditionary  Forces  in  France. 

He  married  Jeannie  B.  Means  of  Boston,  who  survives  him,  to- 
gether with  three  children,  Mrs.  Albert  P.  IVIadeira  of  Washington, 
D.  C,  John  H.  Joy,  and  Beatrice  Joy. 

William  Augustus  Mowry,  A.M.,  Ph.D.,  LL.D.,  of  Hyde  Park, 
Mass.,  elected  to  resident  membership  in  1878  and  made  a  corre- 
8p)onding  member  in  1908,  was  born  at  Uxbridge,  Mass.,  13  August 
1829,  the  son  of  Jonathan  and  Hannah  (Brayton)  Mowry,  and  died 
at  Hyde  Park  20  May  1917.  He  traced  his  descent  from  Nathaniel 
Mowry,  an  early  settler  of  Rhode  Island,  through  Joseph,*  Daniel,' 
Joseph,*  Richard,^  Gideon,*  and  Joncthan,^  his  father. 

He  was  educated  in  the  Uxbridge  pubUc  schools,  the  Friends' 
School  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  and  at  the  Smithfield  (R.  I.)  Union 
Academy,  received  his  immediate  preparation  for  college  at  Phillips 
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Academy,  Andovcr,  Mass.,  and  studied  for  two  years  with  the  Class 
of  1858  of  Brown  University,  from  which  he  received  the  degree  of 
A.M.  in  186G.  Bates  College  conferred  on  liim  in  1882  tlie  degree  of 
Ph.D.,  and  Whitman  College  (Walla  Walla,  Wash.)  in  1900  the  degree 
ofLL.D. 

He  was  a  captain  in  the  Eleventh' Rhode  Island  Infantry,  1862-03, 
but  his  life  work  was  that  of  a  teacher,  editor,  and  author.  His 
career  as  an  educator  was  long,  varied,  and  eminently  successful. 
He  was  principal  of  the  Providence  High  School,  English  and  Scienti- 
fic Department,  1859-18G4,  superintendent  of  the  Cranston  (R.  I.) 
pubUc  schools,  18G4-186G,  principal  of  the  Enghsh  and  Classical 
School  in  Providence  (a  private  school  which  he  established),  18G4~ 
1884,  editor  of  the  Journal  of  Educalion,  1884-1886,  and  of  Edxicatum 
(a  magazine),  1886-1891,  superintendent  of  schools  at  Salem,  Mass., 
1891-1894,  member  of  the  Providence  School  Board,  1869-1874,  and 
of  the  Boston  School  Committee,  1888-1891,  and  president  of  the 
Martha's  Vineyard  Summer  Institute,  1887-1905.  He  had  lectured 
before  universities,  colleges,  normal  schools,  and  teachers'  institutes 
in  twenty-five  States,  was  a  member  of  numerous  teachers'  associa- 
tions, and  belonged  to  the  American  Historical  Association,  the 
Phi  Beta  Kappa,  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Repubhc,  the  Ix)yal  Legion, 
the  American  Peace  Society,  the  Massachusetts  Peace  Society,  and 
the  Boston  Congregational  Club.  In  1861  he  became  a  licensed 
preacher  of  the  Congregational  Church.  In  politics  he  was  a  Re- 
publican. 

Mr.  Mowry  wrote  much,  not  only  articles  for  magazines  and 
encyclopaidias  but  also  pamphlets  and  books  on  historical  subjects. 
Among  his  published  works  are  the  following:  "Studies  in  Civil 
Government,"  1887,  "Elements  of  Civil  Government,"  1890,  "Talks 
with  My  Boys,"  1892  (5th  edition,  1909),  "A  History  of  the  United 
States,"  1896,  "First  Steps  in  the  History  of  Our  Country,"  1898 
(revised  edition,  1907),  "American  Inventions  and  Inventors,"  1900, 
"Marcus  \Vliitman  and  Early  Oregon,"  1901,  "The  Territorial 
Growth  of  the  United  States,"  1902,  "American  Heroes,"  1903, 
"American  Pioneers"  (in  collaboration  with  Blanche  Swett  MowTy), 
1905,  "Essentials  of  United  States  History"  (in  collaboration  with 
the  same),  1906,  and  "Recollections  of  a  New  England  Educator," 
1909.  He  was  also  a  dihgent  genealogist,  and  compiled  "Nathaniel 
Mowry  and  His  Descendants,"  1878,  "Richard  Movstv  —  His  An- 
cestors and  Descendants,"  1878,  and  "Descendants  of  John  Mowt}' 
of  Rhode  Island,"  1909. 

He  married,  29  April  1858,  Caroline  Eliza  Aldrich  of  Woonsocket, 
R.  I.,  daughter  of  Ezekiel  Aldrich.  She  died  14  January  1897;  but 
two  children,  Mrs.  Ruth  (Mowry)  Brown  of  Hyde  Park  and  Walter 
H.  Mowry  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  survive  their  parents.

Wilton  Francis  Bucknam  of  Stoneham,  Mass.,  a  resident  mem- 
ber since  1900,  was  born  at  Stoneham  9  February  1861,  the  son  of 
Sumner  Warren  and  Arabella  Augusta  (Green)  Bucknam,  and  died 
at  Stoneham  28  May  1917.     He  traced  his  descent  from  William^ 
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Bucknam  of  Maiden,  Mass.,  throuRli  Lieut.  Joscs,'  Edward,'  Dca. 
Edward,*  Ebcnczer,'  Edward,"  and  Sunnier  Warren,'  \n»  father. 

He  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  of  Stoneham  and  at  the 
McCollum  Institute,  Mount  Vernon,  N.  H.  In  1882  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  Boston,  Lowell  &  Concord  Railroad  Company,  and 
remained  with  the  Boston  &  Ivowell  Railroad,  which  in  1887  was 
merged  in  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  system.  From  1884  to 
1900  he  was  in  continuous  service  as  a  locomotive  engineer.  He  was 
a  Mason  and  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  a  memlxir  of  the  Brotherhood  of 
Locomotive  Engineers.     He  belonged  to  the  Congregational  Church. 

Mr.  Bucknam  devoted  much  time  to  research  along  historical  and 
genealogical  lines,  having  a  genius  for  painstaking  and  careful  collect- 
ing of  statistics  and  facts  of  the  olden  times.  He  was  the  author  of 
*' Stoneham  Two  Hundred  Years  Ago,"  a  lengthy  scries  of  papers 
which  appeared  in  the  Stoneham  Independent  and  furnished  valuable 
information  about  early  Stoneham  and  its  first  settlers.  He  was  also 
a  frequent  contributor  to  the  Boston  Evening  Transcript  and  other 
papers,  and  undertook  the  work  of  compiling  a  memorial  of  the 
Bucknam  family. 

He  married,  28  June  1900,  Jennie  Silver  Moulton,  who,  with  two 
sons,  Edward  Albert  and  Arthur  Bertram,  survives  him. 

Mrs.  Lucy  Sanborn  (Goodell)  Connor  of  Stow,  Mass.,  a  resident 
member  since  1913,  was  bom  at  Hillsborough,  N.  H.,  22  February 
1836,  the  daughter  of  George  Dodge  and  Rebecca  (Andrews)  Goodell, 
and  died  at  Stow  23  June  1917.  She  was  a  descendant  of  Robert^ 
Goodell  of  Salem,  Mass.,  through  Zachariah,'  David,*  David,*  David,* 
David,'  and  George  Dodge,'  her  father.  On  her  mother's  side  she 
was  descended  from  Lieut.  John^  Andrews  of  Ipswich,  Mass. 

Mrs.  Connor  received  her  education  in  the  public  schools  of  her 
native  town,  supplemented  by  attendance  at  the  academies  at  Wash- 
ington and  Meriden,  N.  H.,  and  subsequently  taught  school  for 
several  years  at  Washington  and  Hillsborough,  N.  H.  For  the  past 
twenty  years  she  had  resided  in  Massachusetts,  and  was  a  member  of 
and  contributor  to  numerous  charitable  and  educational  societies. 
At  the  time  of  her  death  she  had  been  a  member  of  the  Congregational 
Church  at  Henniker,  N.  H.,  for  fifty-six  years. 

She  was  married,  25  October  1860,  as  his  second  wife,  to  Abel  D. 
L.  F.  Connor  of  Henniker,  N.  H.,  who  died  11  February  1889. 

Oliver  Leonard  Briggs  of  Boston,  a  resident  member  since  1885, 
was  born  at  Westmoreland,  N.  H.,  18  September  1832,  the  son  of 
Amasa  C.  and  Sally  (Leonard)  Briggs,  and  died  in  Boston  8  July 
1917.  His. greatgrandfather  was  Caleb  Briggs,  and  his  grandfather 
Lemuel  Briggs. 

He  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  his  native  town  and  at  Comer's 
Commercial  School  in  Boston.  He  came  to  Boston  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  and  was  engaged  as  a  chrk  in  a  house  dealing  in  West 
India  goods.  He  afterwards  became  a  bookkeeper  for  James  B.  Dow, 
pubhsher  of  the  Christian  Witness,  and  while  employed  by  Mr.  Dow 
he  pubhshed  a  work  on  bookkeeping.     In  1861  he  went  into  the  book 
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business  on  his  own  account  at  the  corner  of  Washington  and  Essex 
Streets,  and  continued  in  this  business  for  several  years.  Then,  in 
1868,  he  took  up  the  manufacturing  and  selhng  of  bilhard  tables,  a 
business  in  which,  under  the  name  of  Ohver  L.  Briggs  <fe  Sons,  he  was 
eminently  successful  and  remained  actively  engaged  until  a  short 
time  before  his  death. 

He  was  a  member  of  various  Masonic  bodies  and  of  the  Boston 
Art  Club,  was  one  of  the  first  members  of  the  Algonquin  Club  Ix^fore 
it  was  reorganized,  and  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  Trinity 
Church. 

Mr.  Briggs  married,  5  September  1860,  Mary  Sabin  Stone,  lx)rn  in 
India  8  November  1837,  daughter  of  lie  v.  Cyrus  Stone,  a  missionary 
in  India.  Mrs.  Briggs  and  their  son,  Frederick  Huntington  Briggs 
of  Boston,  survive  him. 

Samuel  Walter  Woodward  of  Washington,  D.  C,  elected  a 
resident  member  2  May  1917,  was  bom  at  Damariscotta,  Me.,  13 
December  1848,  the  son  of  Samuel  and  Jerusha  Baker  (Erskine) 
Woodward,  and  died  at  his  summer  home  in  Stockbridge,  Mass., 
1  August  1917.  He  was  a  descendant,  in  the  tenth  generation,  of 
Nathaniel  Woodward,  who  settled  in  Boston  in  1633;  and  through 
his  grandmother,  Lavinia  Wads  worth,  he  was  descended  from  Elder 
William  Brewster,  Francis  Cooke,  Stephen  Hopkins,  Richard  Warren, 
Henry  Samson,  Edward  Doty,  and  John  Alden,  all  of  whom  came  to 
New  England  in  the  Mayflower  in  1620. 

He  was  prepared  for  Bowdoin  College  at  Lincoln  Academy,  New- 
castle, Me.,  but  did  not  enter  upon  a  collegiate  course,  the  bent  of  his 
mind  determining  him  to  choose  a  mercantile  career.  In  1865  he 
came  to  Boston  and  entered  the  employ  of  Shepard  Brothers,  dealers 
in  dry  goods  at  320  Hanover  Street.  Later  he  was  employed  by 
Cushing  &  Ames  on  the  same  street.  In  1873,  in  company  with 
Alvin  M.  Lothrop,  he  opened  a  dry  goods  store  in  Chelsea,  Mass., 
and  conducted  a  successful  business  there  for  several  years.  Desiring 
a  larger  field,  he  sold  out  his  business  in  1880  and  started  anew  in 
Washington,  D.  C.  Here,  under  skilful  management  and  close 
application,  the  business  rapidly  increased,  requiring  constantly 
enlarged  space  and  faciUties  until,  at  the  time  of  his  decease,  it  had 
become  estabhshed  as  the  largest  department  store  in  the  country-, 
south  of  Philadelphia. 

Early  in  life  Mr.  Woodward  identified  himself  with  rehgious  work, 
and  when  he  went  to  Washington  he  joined  the  Calvar>'  Baptist 
Church.  Through  his  endeavors  the  church  was  enlarged  and  a  new 
Sunday  school  house  built  at  a  cost  of  $125,000,  of  which  he  contrib- 
uted the  larger  part.  The  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  of 
Wasliington  was  another  institution  which  received  his  strong  sup- 
port. He  was  its  president  for  ten  years,  during  which  its  member- 
ship increased  from  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  to  over  five  thousand. 
At  the  close  of  his  ten  years  cf  service,  on  15  February  1909,  he  was 
tendered  by  the  citizens  of  Washington  a  public  reception  and  ban- 
quet, in  which  many  of  the  p)eople  of  the  city  who  were  prominent  in 
public  and  private  life  participated.     He  was  also  one  of  the  or- 
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ganizcra  of  the  Laymen's  Missionary  Movement  and  a  member  of  its 
executive  committee  of  fifteen,  and  was  one  of  the  first  two  com- 
missioners to  visit  the  foreign  fields,  sailing  from  San  Francisco 
12  February  1907. 

Though  for  many  years  a  Democrat  in  pohtics,  he  refused  in  1896 
to  support  Mr.  Bryan  and  voted  for  Mr.  McKinley;  and  when  the 
latter  was  inaugurated,  Mr.  Woodward  was  offered  the  chairmanship 
of  the  Inauguration  Committee,  but  was  obliged  to  decHne  this 
position  by  reason  of  business  pressure.  He  was  identified  with 
many  charitable  and  financial  institutions  in  Washington,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  Society  of  the  Sons  of  the  American  Ilevolution  and 
of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants. 

He  married  at  Chelsea,  Mass.,  24  June  1874,  Mary  Catherine  Wade, 
daughter  of  William  and  Irene  (Nichols)  Wade,  who  died  in  the  June 
preceding  his  own  death.     One  son  and  three  daughters  survive  him. 

John  Taylor  Sloan  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  a  resident  member 
since  1913,  was  born  in  New  York  City  12  February  1846,  the  son  of 
Thomas  George  and  Jane  Earle  (Paton)  Sloan,  and  died  at  New 
Haven  12  October  1917. 

He  was  educated  in  the  seminary  that  was  estabhshed  by  his 
father  in  New  Haven,  and  was  prepared  for  the  SheflBeld  Scientific 
School,  Yale  College.  But  in  October  1861  he  entered  the  Union 
Army,  enhsting  in  the  First  Connecticut  Light  Battery,  in  which  he 
served  three  years,  being  one  of  the  youngest  members  of  the  battery. 

In  1882  he  entered  the  real-«state  firm  of  his  father,  which  after- 
wards became  the  John  T.  Sloan  Company,  with  which  he  remained 
until  his  death.  This  firm  was  one  of  the  largest  and  most  prosperous 
real-estate  firms  in  New  Haven,  and  was  widely  known  throughout 
the  State  of  Connecticut. 

Mr.  Sloan  was  a  Mason,  and  was  also  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Repubhc,  the  New  Haven  Historical  Society,  and  vari- 
ous other  organizations.  He  was  much  interested  in  Colonial 
history,  being  regarded  as  an  authority  on  the  early  history  of  New 
Haven. 

He  married,  25  December  1868,  Elsie  M.  Watrous,  daughter  of 
EUhu  and  Charlotte  (Rogers)  Watrous,  who  survives  him,  together 
with  three  children,  Charlotte  Watrous  Sloan,  Thomas  George  Sloan, 
a  physician  at  South  Manchester,  Conn.,  and  John  Taylor  Sloan,  Jr., 
the  head  of  the  John  T.  Sloan  Company. 

George  Vasmer  Leverett,  A.M.,  LL.B.,  of  Boston,  elected  a 
resident  member  in  1890  and  made  a  hfe  member  in  1891,  was  bom 
at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  16  February  1846,  the  son  of  Daniel  and 
Charlotte  (Betteley)  Leverett,  and  died  in  Boston  18  October  1917. 
The  family  home  in  Charlestown  was  on  Richmond  Street,  now 
Rutherford  Avenue,  in  the  house  that  is  still  standing  behind  the 
Episcopal  Church  on  Bow  Street. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the  Harvard  Grammar  School  in 
Charlestown  and  at  the  Charlesto\sTi  High  School,  ranking  first  in  his 
class,  and  entered  Harvard  College  in  1863.     There  he  was  graduated 
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in  1867,  again  taking  the  first  rank,  and  then  entered  the  Harvard 
Law  School,  where  he  received  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1809.  Mean- 
while, from  18G8  to  1870,  he  was  instructor  in  mathematics  at  Har-. 
yard,  and  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  his  cdma  mater  in  the 
latter  year.  In  1871  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar,  and  entered  upon 
the  practice  of  law  in  Boston,  in  the  office  of. Chandler,  Thayer  <fe 
Hudson,  with  Professor  James  B.  Thayer  of  the  Harvard  Law  School, 
an  association  which  continued  until  the  latter's  death  in  1902. 

Early  in  his  career  Mr.  Leverett  became  connected  with  the 
American  Bell  Telephone  Company,  the  parent  company,  it  is  be- 
lieved, having  been  organized  in  his  office.  In  1886  he  was  made 
official  attorney  of  the  Company,  and,  after  a  few  years,  its  general 
counsel.  Acting  in  this  capacity  for  the  Bell  Company  and  for  its 
successor,  the  American  Telephone  &  Telegraph  Company,  "he  was 
obhged  to  assume  the  entire  responsibihty  for  its  legal  matters. 
Every  contract  ...  of  the  company,  every  law  of  state  legislatures 
or  of  Congress  that  might  effect  the  company's  interests,  every 
decision  of  a  court  of  last  resort  in  the  United  States  that  bore  upon 
those  interests  was  subject  to  his  scrutiny,  and  was  taken  into  account 
in  his  daily  work."  The  Trustees  of  the  Huntington  Avenue  Lands, 
organized  in  1871,  had  their  headquarters  in  his  office,  and  he  was 
their  clerk  and  later  one  of  their  number.  Besides  these  interests 
Mr.  Leverett  had  a  large  professional  practice,  and  was  trustee  for 
many  estates.  Being  an  authority  in  his  profession,  the  lawyers  of 
neighboring  offices  were  accustomed  to  bring  their  difficulties  to  him, 
and  he  was  always  ready  to  help  them. 

Mr.  Leverett  was  a  director  in  the  Conveyancers'  Title  Insurance 
Company,  the  State  Street  Trust  Company,  and  other  corporations, 
a  trustee  of  the  FYanklin  Savings  Bank,  a  member  of  the  Colonial 
Society  of  Massachusetts,  a  fellow  of  the  American  Academy  of  .Arts 
and  Sciences,  and  a  member  of  the  Harvard  Club  of  Boston,  the 
Harvard  Club  of  New  York,  the  University  Club  of  Boston,  the 
University  Club  of  New  York,  the  University  Club  of  Chicago,  the 
Union  Club  of  Boston,  the  Oakley  Country  Club,  the  Bostonian 
Society,  and  the  Bunker  Hill  Monument  Association.  He  always 
maintained  also  his  interest  in  the  affairs  of*  his  native  place. 

Although  so  actively  engaged  in  professional  duties,  Mr.  Leverett 
found  time  to  pursue  his  favorite  studies  in  Greek  and  mathematics, 
to  read  widely,  and  to  enjoy  the  concerts  given  by  the  Boston  S\Tn- 
phony  Orchestra.  His  genial  disposition  won  and  ret-ained  for  him 
a  host  of  friends,  and  his  generous  nature  led  him  to  assist  many 
worthy  imfortunates,  to  whom  he  gave,  but  never  loaned,  money. 

In  1880  he  moved  with  his  mother  from  Charlestown  to  Cambridge, 
Mass.,  and  on  3  April  1888  he  married  his  first  cousin,  Mary  E.  L. 
Tebbetts  of  Cambridge,  who  died  5  June  1897.  They  had  no  chil- 
dren, and  after  his  wife's  death  Mr.  Leverett  moved  to  Boston,  which 
was  his  residence  for  the  rest  of  his  hfe. 

Charles  Frederic  Fitz  of  Watertown,  Mass.,  a  resident  member 
since  1899,  was  born  at  Kingston,  N.  H.,  20  March  1835,  the  son  of 
Asa  and  Susan  (Burroughs)  Fitz,  and  died  at  Watertown  24  October 
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1917.  He  was  dcflccndcd  from  Robert  Fitts,  who  was  at  Salisbury, 
Mass.,  in  1639.  On  his  mother's  side  he  was  connected  with  George 
Burroughs,  a  martyr  of  the  Witchcraft  Delusion. 

He  was  educated  at  the  pubhc  schools  in  Cambridge,  at  Nathaniel 
Allen's  school  in  Newton,  and  at  the  Normal  School  in  Bridgewater, 
Mass.  He  began  his  business  life  in  the  office  of  the  Boston  Traveler 
in  1855,  and  in  December  of  the  same  year  became  a  clerk  in  the 
Suffolk  Bank,  Boston.  In  18G6  he  entered  the  Old  Boston  National 
Bank,  from  which  he  was  transferred  in  1870  to  the  National  Union 
Bank  of  Boston,  where  he  remained  until  his  retirement  in  1912. 

Mr.  Fitz  was  deeply  interested  in  historical  and  biographical 
research  and  devoted  much  time  to  copying  and  preparing  for  publi- 
cation, in  collaboration  with  others,  the  old  town  records  of  Water- 
town,  which  were  pubhshed  in  several  volumes,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Watertown  Historical  Society.  He  took  a  keen  interest,  also, 
in  the  Watertown  Pubhc  Library,  of  which  he  was  for  three  years  a 
trustee,  and  in  other  pubhc  and  philanthropic  institutions.  He  was 
a  member,  and  at  one  time  president,  of  the  Watertown  Historical 
Society.  He  instituted  at  Watertown  the  Unitarian  Sunday  after- 
noon lectures,  which  were  given  for  three  or  four  successive  years  by 
John  Fiske;  and  in  early  life  he  had  helped  to  promote  other  free 
lecture  courses  by  prominent  speakers.  He  was  a  strong  advocate 
of  many  so-called  reforms  in  pohtics  and  economics,  and  was  one  of 
the  early  members  of  the  Free  Trade  League  and  the  Free  Rehgious 
Association  of  America. 

He  served  his  town  faithfully  as  one  of  the  selectmen  in  1891,  1892, 
1893,  and  1895,  being  chairman  of  the  Board  in  the  last-mentioned 
year,  and  he  was  chairman  of  the  committee  charged  with  the 
erection  of  a  new  high  school  in  Watertown. 

He  married,  18  June  1863,  Annie  Gibson  Cummings,  daughter  of 
Daniel  Gibson  and  Maria  Louisa  (Forbes)  Cummings,  who  survives 
him,  together  with  two  children,  Abby  Manley  Fitz  and  Charles 
Frederic  Fitz. 

Edward  Oscar  Punchard,  Ph.G.,  of  Winchester,  Mass.,  a  resident 
member  since  1913,  was  bom  at  Chelsea,  Mass.,  1  March  1855,  the 
son  of  Thomas  and  Nancy  Maria  (Parker)  Punchard,  and  died  at 
Winchester  15  November  1917.  He  traced  his  descent  from  William* 
Punchard  of  Salem,  through  John,*  John,'  Samuel,*  John,'  and 
Thomas,*  his  father. 

He  was  educated  in  the  pubhc  schools  of  Chelsea,  and  when  sixteen 
years  old  went  to  work  for  a  shoe  findings  firm  on  High  Street,  Boston, 
and  later  became  apprentice  and  clerk  with  his  uncle,  Dr.  John  Buck, 
pharmacist,  in  Chelsea.  During  his  stay  \N'ith  Dr.  Buck  he  attended 
the  Massachusetts  College  of  Pharmacy,  and  was  graduated  there 
in  1876.  After  that  he  went  to  the  Parker  House,  Boston,  where 
his  uncle,  Harvey  D.  Parker,  the  proprietor  and  owner,  placed  him  in 
the  hotel  as  steward.  From  that  position  he  rose  to  be  junior 
partner,  and  after  the  death  of  Mr.  Parker  in  1884  he  carried  on  the 
management  of  the  hotel  for  five  years,  when  he  sold  the  business  to 
the  late  J.  Reed  Whipple,  and,  in  1891,  retired  to  Winchester. 
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In  early  life  he  was  a  member  of  several  Boston  clubs,  from  which 
he  afterwards  withdrew,  and  later  he  Ixjlonged  for  a  time  to  the 
Calumet  Club  of  Winchester.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Church  of 
the  Epiphany  in  Winchester,  and  sang  in  the  choir  there  for  twenty 
years,  having  an  excellent  bass  voice. 

Mr.  Punchard  married,  2  October  1883,  Julia  Arabelle  Walker, 
daughter  of  Dr.  Charles  Henry  and  Juliana  Perkins  (Morse)  Walker, 
who  survives  liim,  together  with  one  daughter,  Emma,  who  was 
married,  10  November  1909,  to  Alfred  De  Shon  Radley,  A.B.  (Uni- 
versity of  Chicago,  1903),  LL.B.  (Harvard,  1908),  formerly  of  Peoria, 
111.,  but  now  of  Winchester. 

Mauy  Kingsbury  Talcott  of  Hartford,  Conn.,  a  resident  member 
since  1904,  wiis  lx)rn  at  Hartford  3  November  1847,  the  daughter  of 
Russell  Goodrich  and  Mary  (Seymour)  Talcott,  and  died  at  Hart- 
ford 17  November  1917.  She  traced  her  descent  from  John^  Talcott 
of  Cambridge,  Mass.,  1632,  through  Capt.  Samuel,'  Lieut.  Ben- 
jamin,* Col.  Elizur,^  George,*  Russell,'  and  Russell  Goodrich,^  her 
father.  She  was  also  connected  with  many  other  leading  Connecticut 
famihes. 

She  was  educated  in  private  schools  and  at  the  Hartford  Female 
Seminary.  All  her  life  was  passed  in  Hartford,  and  was  given  to 
study,  reading,  and  gaining  a  wide  knowledge  of  the  old  famihes  of 
Connecticut  and  their  ancestral  lines.  She  wrote  many  articles 
about  the  town  and  city  of  Hartford,  and  was  one  of  the  contributors 
to  the  ''Memorial  History  of  Hartford  County,"  edited  by  the  late 
Dr.  J.  Hammond  Trumbull  and  pubhshed  in  1886.  She  also  edited 
two  volumes  of  Talcott  Papers  in  the  Connecticut  Historical  Society's 
Collections,  vols.  4  and  5.  She  had  been  for  many  years  a  valued 
contributor  to  the  pages  of  the  Register,  and  sent  to  it  for  publica- 
tion from  time  to  time  no^  only  brief  genealogies  but  also  copies  of 
the  records  of  many  Connecticut  churches  which  had  been  secured 
by  the  Connecticut  Society  of  Colonial  Dames,  of  which  she  was 
registrar  and  genealogist.  She  was  also 'registrar  of  the  Ruth  Wyllys 
Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  deputy 
governor  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower  Descendants  in  the  State  of 
Connecticut,  governor  for  Connecticut  of  the  Order  of  Descendants 
of  Colonial  Governors,  and  a  member  of  various  Hartford  clubs.  In 
genealogical  circles  she  was  recognized  as  one  of  the  foremost  geneal- 
ogists in  Connecticut. 

John  Dowst  of  Manchester,  N.  H.,  a  resident  member  since  1900, 
was  born  at  Allenstown,  N.  H.,  12  January  1848,  the  son  of  Henry 
and  Hannah  Fowler  (Davis)  Dowst,  and  died  at  Manchester  22 
November  1917.  He  was  descended  from  Samuel  Dowse  of  Ports- 
mouth, N.  H.,  or  its  neighborhood,  who  married,  1  March  1688/9, 
Sarah  Berry  of  New  Castle,  N.  H.  Mr.  Dovs-st's  ancestors  were 
among  the  early  settlers  of  Rye  and  Hampton,  N.  H.  In  1785  his 
great-great-grandfather,  Ozem  Dowst,  and  his  great-grandfather, 
John  Dowst,  \vith  his  grandfather,  Henr>^  Dowst,  then  only  one  year 
old,  moved  to  Epsom,  N.  H.,  and  in  1790  his  great-grandfather,  John 
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Dowst,  bought  a  farm  in  AUcnstowii  which  is  still  the  homestead  of 
the  family.  The  house  which  he  then  built  became  in  1814  the  ell 
of  one  of  the  mansions  of  those  days,  which  was  built  by  his  son 
Henry,  who  married  Abigail  Brown,  a  descendant  of  John  BrowD, 
who  was  in  Hampton  in  1G38. 

John  Dowst  was  educated  in  the  common  schools  and  at  Pembroke 
Academy,  Pembroke,  N.  H.  Forty-two  years  ago  he  took  up  his 
residence  in  Manchester,  which  was  thenceforth  his  home.  He  as- 
sociated himself  with  his  brother,  the  late  Frank  Dowst,  and  with 
Hon.  Natt  Head,  at  one  time  Governor  of  New  Hampshire,  in  fonning 
the  Head  &  Dowst  Company,  of  which  he  became  treasurer.  This 
company  was  one  of  the  leading  firms  of  contractors  and  builders  in 
northern  New  England,  and  enjoyed  a  reputation  for  rehability  and 
energy  that  was  unsurpassed. 

Mr.  Dowst  was  a  recognized  authority  in  matters  of  southern  New 
Hampshire  history  and  genealogy,  and  many  were  the  seekers  for 
information  on  those  subjects  who  came  to  him  for  information  and 
found  him  ready  to  respond  to  every  request,  oftentimes  putting 
himself  to  great  inconvenience  to  obtain  facts  in  which  he  had  no 
personal  interest.  For  twenty-five  years  he  gathered  historical  facts 
relating  to  Allenstown  from  many  sources,  such  as  the  State  records, 
papers  of  private  famihes,  and  interviews  with  old  inhabitants.  He 
prepared  historical  sketches  of  the  old  Christian  Church  of  the  town 
and  of  his  own  family.  His  notes  are  probably  the  best  records  of 
town  affairs  in  existence.  For  many  years  he  was  identified  with  the 
Manchester  Historical  Association  as  one  of  its  officers,  and  was  a 
trustee  of  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society,  a  director  of  the 
Unitarian  Society,  and  a  member  of  the  Derryfield  Club.  He  was 
in  his  political  affiliations  a  Democrat  of  the  old  school,  but  he  was 
never  known  to  be  otherwise  than  tolerant  of  the  opinions  of  others. 
His  aspirations  were  ever  along  the  hne  of  good  and  worthy  citizen- 
ship. "A  serious  business  man,  an  earnest  reader  and  student,  Mr. 
Dowst  yet  possessed  a  wholesome  sense  of  humor  which  made  his 
companionship  doubly  enjoyable." 

He  married,  17  August  1873,  Alma  Leonora  Olmstead,  who  died 
22  March  1900,  daughter  of  Alonson  and  Adeha  (Ewings)  Olmstead. 
A  daughter,  Ella  Mabel  Dowst,  two  brothers,  Henry  Dowst  of  Man- 
chester and  George  Dowst  of  Allenstowm,  and  two  sisters,  Mrs. 
Abram  L.  Ricker  of  Short  Falls,  N.  H.,  and  Annette  L.  Dowst  of 
Allenstown,  survive  him. 

Ida  Eloise  McElwain  of  Brookhne,  Mass.,  a  resident  member 
since  1913,  was  bom  at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  2  January  1870,  the 
daughter  of  John  Allen  and  Susan  (Gilbert)  McElwain,  and  died  at 
Brookline  23  November  1917.  She  was  descended  from  James^ 
McElwain,  originally  from  Argyllshire,  Scotland,  through  Timothy,* 
John  Allen,'  WiUiam,*  and  John  Allen,*  her  father.  Her  mother  was 
a  descendant  of  Cotton  Mather. 

She  was  educated  in  the  pubHc  schools  of  Boston,  and  after  attend- 
ing the  Girls'  High  School  continued  her  studies  at  Mrs.  Quincy  A. 
Shaw's  private  school.     She  taught  for  some  time  in  the  pubhc 
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kindergarten  schools  of  Boston,  and  then  travelled  and  studied  art 
abroad. 

Hon.  William  Eaton  Chandler,  A.M.,  LL.D.,  of  Concord,  N.  H., 
a  resident  member  since  1888,  was  bom  at  Concord  28  December 
1835,  the  son  of  Nathan  S.  and  Mary  Ann  (Tucker)  Chandler,  and 
died  at  Concord  30  Novemlxjr  1917. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Concord  and  at  the 
academies  at  Thetford,  Vt.,  and  Pembroke,  N.  H.,  and,  entering  the 
Harvard  Law  School,  received  there  the  degree  of  LL.B.  in  1854. 
He  remained  as  a  student  at  the  Law  School  until  1855,  was  admitted 
to  the  New  Hampshire  bar,  and  was  engaged  thenceforth  in  the 
practice  of  law,  in  politics,  and  with  the  duties  of  important  official 
positions  in  which  he  rendered  notable  service  to  his  State  and  to  the 
Nation.  Dartmouth  College  conferred  on  him  the  honorary  degree 
of  A.M.  in  1866  and  that  of  LL.D.  in  1901. 

He  was  one  of  the  young  men  who  supported  the  Republican  Party 
in  its  early  days,  and  was  secretary  and  afterwards  chairman  of  the 
Repubhcan  State  Committee  of  New  Hampshire.  In  1859  he  was 
appointed  reporter  of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  New 
Hampshire,  and  published  five  volumes  of  reports.  In  1862,  1863, 
and  1864  he  was  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  House  of  lieprc- 
sentatives,  serving  as  speaker  for  two  terms,  in  1863  and  1864.  He 
was  a  vigorous  advocate  of  the  reelection  of  President  Lincoln  in 
1864.  In  November  of  that  year  he  was  retained  by  the  Navy- 
Department  as  special  counsel  in  the  prosecution  of  the  Philadelphia 
Navy  Yard  frauds,  and  in  March  1865  President  Lincoln  appointed 
him  Sohcitor  and  Judge  Advocate  General  of  the  Navy  Department. 
This  office  he  resigned  in  June  of  the  same  year,  in  order  to  accept  an 
appointment  to  the  position  of  First  Assistant  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  under  Secretary  Hugh  McCullough;  but  after  holding 
this  office  for  more  than  two  years  he  resigned  it  and  resumed  the 
practice  of  the  law. 

In  1868  he  was  a  delegate  at  large  from  New  Hampshire  to  the 
Repubhcan  national  convention  that  nominated  General  Grant  for 
the  Presidency,  and  during  the  greater  part  of  the  administrations 
of  President  Grant  he  was  secretary  of  the  Republican  National 
Committee.  Although  he  did  not  hold  this  position  in  the  Hayes- 
Tilden  campaign  of  1876,  yet  he  was  a  stanch  supporter  of  the 
Republican  ticket,  advocated  the  claims  to  election  of  the  Hayes 
candidates  for  presidential  electors  in  Florida  before  the  canvassing 
board  of  that  State,  and  was  one  of  the  counsel  to  prepare  the  Re- 
pubhcan case  for  submission  to  the  Electoral  Commission.  After- 
wards he  disagreed  radically  with  the  Southern  pohcy  of  President 
Hayes.  In  the  Repubhcan  national  convention  of  1880  he  was  again 
a  delegate  at  large  from  New  Hampshire,  and  favored  first  the  nomi- 
nation of  Mr.  Blaine  and  later  that  of  Mr.  Garfield.  During  the 
campaign  that  followed  he  was  a  member  of  the  Republican  National 
Committee.  In  March  1881  he  was  nominated  by  President  Garfield 
for  the  post  of  Sohcitor  General  in  the  Department  of  Justice,  but 
the  hostihty  of  the  Democrats  in  the  Senate,  with  the  help  of  a  few 
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Republicans,  caused  the  rejection  of  the  nomination  in  the  following 
May.  In  1882,  however.  President  Arthur  appointed  him  Secretary 
of  the  Navy,  and  in  that  department  his  work  of  reorganization  was 
so  effective  that  he  has  been  styled  by  his  admirers  "  the  Father  of  the 
American  Navy."  It  was  Secretary  Chandler  who  dispatched  in 
1884  an  expedition,  under  the  command  of  Capt.  Winfield  Scott 
Schley,  to  the  Arctic  regions  for  the  relief  of  the  Greely  exploring 
party,  the  survivors  of  which  were  thus  rescued  and  brought  back 
to  Portsmouth  Harbor. 

In  1881  Mr.  Chandler  had  again  been  a  member  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire House  of  Representatives,  and  was  conspicuous  during  the 
session  and  after  its  close  for  his  opposition  to  the  domination  of  the 
railroads  in  New  Hampshire  affairs.  After  the  death  of  United 
States  Senator  Austin  FrankUn  Pike  of  New  Hampshire  on  8  October 
1886,  Person  Colby  Cheney  was  appointed  to  serve  as  his  successor 
until  the  Legislature  could  elect  a  Senator  for  the  unexpired  portion 
of  Senator  Pike's  term.  This  was  done  on  14  June  1887,  when  Mr. 
Chandler  was  elected  and  served  as  Senator  until  3  March  1889. 
Then  Oilman  Marston  was  appointed  to  succeed  Senator  Chandler, 
the  State  Legislature  not  being  in  session;  but  when  the  Legislature 
met,  it  elected  Mr.  Chandler,  18  June  1889,  for  the  term  ending  in 
1895,  and  he  was  in  due  course  reelected  for  another  term,  extending 
from  1895  to  1901.  He  was  then  appointed  by  President  McKinley 
as  president  of  the  Spanish  Treaty  Claims  Commission,  and  held 
this  position  until  1908,  when  he  resigned  it  and  devoted  himself 
again  to  his  profession. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  constitutional  conven- 
tions of  1876  and  of  1902,  and  in  1913  was  made  president  of  a  State 
commission  to  erect  a  monument  to  President  Franklin  Pierce,  the 
only  President  of  the  United  States  ever  elected  from  New  Hamp- 
shire. During  the  last  four  years  of  his  life  he  was  president  of  an 
association  formed  to  restore  the  birthplace  of  Daniel  Webster  in 
Sahsbury,  N.  H. 

Mr.  Chandler  was  a  fearless  advocate  of  whatever  he  beheved  to 
be  right.  Whether  he  was  supporting  the  claims  of  Governor  Hayes 
to  the  Presidency,  advocating  the  rights  of  the  Negro,  opposing  the 
rule  of  the  railroads  in  his  native  State,  or  in  his  newspaper,  the 
Concord  Monitor,  wielding  a  trenchant  pen  in  defence  of  these  causes 
or  of  any  other  cause  that  he  deemed  worthy  of  support,  he  was 
always  a  bold  champion,  a  valiant  fighter,  and  an  incorruptible  man. 

He  married  first,  29  June  1859,  Ann  Caroline  Gihnore,  who  died 
20  March  1871,  daughter  of  Hon.  Joseph  AJbree  Gilmore,  Governor 
of  New  Hampshire  from  1863  to  1865;  and  secondly,  23  December 
1874,  Lucy  Lambert  Hale,  second  daughter  of  Hon.  John  Parker 
Hale,  the  well-known  antislavery  Senator  from  New  Hampshire. 
Four  sons  survive  him,  viz.,  by  his  first  wife,  Joseph  Gilmore  Chan- 
dler, born  23  April  1860,  circulation  manager  of  the  Concord  Monitor ^ 
William  Dwight  Chandler,  born  3  February  1863,  publisher  of  the 
Concord  Monitor,  and  Lloyd  Horwitz  Chandler,  born  17  August  1869, 
a  captain  in  the  United  States  Navy;  and,  by  his  second  wife,  John 
Parker  Hale  Chandler. 
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William  Francis  Harbach  of  Newtxjn,  Mass.,  a  resident  member 
since  1887,  was  born  at  Newton  4  August  1842,  the  son  of  John 
Wilson  and  Charlotte  (Pettce)  Harbach,  and  died  at  Newton  12  De- 
cember 1917.  He  traced  his  descent  from  Thomas^  Harbach,  who 
was  in  America  about  1720,  through  Jonathan,'  Thomas,'  and  John 
Wilson,*  his  father. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Newton,  and  when  he 
was  twenty-two  years  of  age  went  to  Chicago,  111.,  where  he  was 
engaged  in  business  until  1878.  He  then  retired  from  business,  and 
made  Newton  his  residence  for  the  remaining  years  of  his  hfe.  He 
became  interested  in  city  affairs  in  1889,  when  he  served  as  an  alder- 
man from  Ward  6,  continuing  in  that  office  throughout  1892.  He 
was  at  one  time  a  candidate  for  mayor  of  the  city.  During  his 
service  in  the  city  government  he  was  prominent  in  the  work  of 
installing  the  present  sewer  system  and  in  street  improvements. 
During  this  time  he  was  also  a  member  of  the  Newton  Water  Board. 
In  1898  he  accepted  an  appointment  as  a  member  of  the  Newton 
Board  of  Health,  which  he  held  until  his  death.  His  service  in  the 
city  government  was  marked  by  great  executive  ability,  positive 
opinions,  and  the  courage  to  uphold  them.  In  1902  he  became  an 
incorporator  in  the  Newton  Savings  Bank,  a  trustee  in  1903,  and  was 
a  member  of  the  investment  board  from  1906  to  the  time  of  his  death. 
For  the  last  six  months  of  his  life  he  acted  as  president  of  the  Bank. 

Two  sisters  survive  him :  Sophronia  Harbach  of  Newix)n  and 
Charlotte,  wife  of  Professor  Newton  L.  Andrews  of  Hamilton,  N.  Y. 

Edwin  Perry  Wells,  B.S.,  of  Newton,  Mass.,  elected  a  resident 
member  in  1886  and  made  a  liife  member  in  1910,  was  bom  at  South- 
bridge,  Mass.,  2  June  1859,  the  son  of  Hiram  Cheney  and  Ellen  Maria 
(Perry)  Wells,  and  died  at  Newton  13  December  1917.  His  father 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the  American  Optical  Company,  the 
largest  industry  in  Southbridge,  and  his  mother  was  a  daughter  of 
Daniel  B.  Perry  of  that  town. 

He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  of  Southbridge,  graduating 
at  the  high  school  there,  and  completed  his  preparation  for  college  at 
the  Hitchcock  Free  High  School,  Brimfield,  Mass.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  Class  of  1881  at  Amherst  College,  having  entered  in  the  first 
term  of  the  sophomore  year;  and  he  pursued  the  scientific  course  and 
received  the  degree  of  B.S.  from  that  institution  in  1882. 

In  the  fall  of  1882  he  went  into  business  in  Boston,  and  was  con- 
nected with  the  Suffolk  Iron  Company  and  the  Ashcroft  Manufac- 
turing Company  for  two  years  and  with  the  George  F.  Blake  Pump 
Works  for  three  years.  In  1887  he  was  made  foreman  of  the  gold 
department  of  the  American  Optical  Company  at  Southbridge,  and 
while  there  was  a  director  of  the  Southbridge  Gas  &  Electric  Company 
and  of  the  Southbridge  Water  Supply  Company.  In  1895  he  left 
Southbridge  and  became  associated  with  the  Globe  Optical  Company 
of  Boston,  of  which  he  was  president  until  1903,  when  he  retired  from 
active  business  because  of  ill  health.  Afterwards  he  removed  to 
Newton  Centre,  where  he  resided  until  his  death. 
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Mr.  Wells  was  fond  of  travel  and  made  extensive  journeys,  visiting 
Bermuda  and  Porto  Rico,  spcndinj;  seven  months  in  Europe  in  1903, 
visiting  California,  Oregon,  the  Yellowstone  National  Park,  Alaska, 
and  the  Canadian  Rockies  in  1909,  and  being  a  member  of  a  party  of 
ten  who  made  a  journey  around  the  world  in  1912.  He  was  much 
interested  in  photography,  was  also  a  genealogist  of  merit,  and  pre- 
pared a  history,  as  yet  unpublished,  of  the  WelLs  family. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Boston,  which 
he  served  in  various  official  positions,  he  was  for  four  years  a  trustee 
of  the  Newton  Theological  Seminary,  and  he  was  a  member  of  Ma- 
sonic and  other  organizations. 

He  married,  25  October  1882,  Addie  N.  Greene,  daughter  of  Henry 
and  Joannah  (Weeks)  Greene  of  Warren,  Mass.,  who  survives  him. 
He  left  no  children.

William  Erastus  Cushinq,  A.B.,  LL.B.,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  a 
resident  member  since  1913,  was  born  at  Cleveland  23  September 
1853,  the  son  of  Dr.  Henry  Kirke  and  Betsey  Maria  (Wilhams) 
Gushing,  and  died  at  Cleveland  19  December  1917.  He  traced  his 
descent  ifrom  Matthew^  Gushing  of  Hingham,  co.  Norfolk,  England, 
who  came  to  America  in  1638  and  settled  at  Hingham,  Mass.,  through 
John,*  Matthew,*  Josiah,*  David,*  David,*  Erastus,^  and  Henry 
Kjrke,*  his  father. 

He  attended  the  pubhc  schools  at  Cleveland,  and  was  graduated 
at  Western  Reserve  College  (now  Adelbert  College),  Hudson,  Ohio, 
in  1875,  as  valedictorian  of  his  class,  and  at  the  Harvard  Law 
School  in  1878,  again  at  the  head  of  his  class.  He  was  a  member 
of  Alpha  Delta  Phi,  and  was  elected  to  Phi  Beta  Kappa  during  his 
junior  year  in  college. 

Returning  to  Cleveland,  he  began  the  practice  of  law,  soon  becom- 
ing a  member  of  the  partnership  of  Terrell,  Beach  &  Gushing.  The 
successive  partnerships  of  WiUiamson,  Beach  &  Gushing,  William- 
son, Gushing  &  Clarke,  Gushing  &  Clarke,  Gushing  &  Siddall,  Gush- 
ing, Siddall  &  Lamb,  and  Cushmg,  Hopkins  &  Lamb  followed  during 
the  active  career  in  the  practice  of  law  in  which  his  hfe  was  passed. 
He  was  a  trustee  of  Adelbert  College  of  Western  Reserve  University 
and  also  of  the  University  School,  Cleveland. 

He  married,  4  June  1884,  Carolyn  Kellogg,  daughter  of  Ensign 
Hosmer  and  Caroline  Lavinia  (Campbell)  Kellogg  of  Pittefield,  Mass., 
who  survives  him.    There  are  no  children. 

Joseph  Webber  Ghadwick,  A.M.,  of  Maiden,  Mass.,  a  resident 
member  since  1909,  was  bom  at  China,  Me.,  8  May  1836,  the  son  of 
Abel  and  EUzabeth  (Starrett)  Ghadwick,  and  died  at  Maiden  21 
December  1917.  He  traced  his  descent  from  James^  Ghadwick  of 
Maiden,  a  soldier  in  King  Philip's  War,  through  Benjamin,*  James,* 
Judah,*  and  Abel,*  his  father. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the  New  Hampton  (N.  H.)  Literary 
Institution,  where  he  excelled  in  Greek  and  was  graduated  in  the  Glass 
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of  1857.  In  1858  he  entered  Bowdoin  College,  and  although  he  taught 
during  five  of  the  twelve  terms  of  his  college  course,  he  was  graduated 
in  18G2  with  Phi  Beta  Kappa  honors,  ranking  fourth  in  the  cla.ss  of 
thirty-seven.  In  1865  he  received  the  degree  of  A.M.  from  his 
cdma  mater. 

Immediately  after  leaving  college  he  became  principal  of  the  New 
Hampton  Literary  Institution,  having  special  charge  of  the  cla.ssical 
department  and  for  four  years  doing  vigorous  work  aa  teacher  and 
principal.  In  1866  he  was  elected  professor  of  Latin  in  Bates  College, 
but  did  not  take  up  the  duties  of  this  position.  In  the  same  year  he 
became  usher  in  the  Boston  Latin  School.  lie  afterwards  became  in 
turn  submastcr  and  master  there,  and  was  at  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment of  Latin  from  1880  to  1906,  when  he  retired  from  teaching. 

In  his  home  city  of  Maiden  he  took  an  active  part  in  church  and 
municipal  affairs.  He  served  on  the  Maiden  School  Committee,  and 
was  one  of  the  founders  and  a  trustee  of  the  Public  Library.  He 
was  also  one  of  the  incorporators  of  the  Maiden  Industrial  Aid  Society, 
and  a.ssisted  in  establishing  the  Maiden  Home  for  Aged  Persons, 
having  been  chairman  of  its  executive  committee  from  the  beginning. 

He  was  a  deacon  in  the  First  Congregational  Church  of  Maiden, 
and  a  member  of  the  Congregational  Club  of  Massachusetts,  the  Pine 
Tree  State  Club,  the  Appalachian  Mountain  Club,  and  the  Republi- 
can Club  of  Massachusetts. 

He  married  fiirst,  at  Maiden,  26  October  1863,  Sarah  Ellen  Roberts 
of  Maiden,  who  died  in  1891,  daughter  of  Stillman  Killgore  and  Ohve 
(Bradford)  Roberts;  and  secondly,  at  Wolfsborough,  N.  H.,  20  July 
1893,  Lydja  Femald  Remick,  a  former  graduate  and  teacher  of  the 
New  Hampton  Literary  Institution,  daughter  of  Charles  and  Eliza- 
beth (Huggins)  Remick,  who  with  one  son  by  his  first  wife,  Stillman 
Percy  Roberts  Chadwick,  A.B.  (Harvard,  1892),  A.M.  (Harvard, 
1899),  head  of  the  department  of  history  in  Phillips  Academy,  Exeter, 
N.  H.,  survives  him. 

Rev.  Leverett  Wilson  Spring,  M.A.,  D.D.,  of  Boston,  a  resident 
member  since  1911,  was  born  at  Grafton,  Vt.,  5  Januar>'  1840,  the 
son  of  Edward  and  Martha  Maria  (Atwood)  Spring,  and  died  in 
Boston  23  December  1917.  His  great-grandfather,  Samuel  Spring, 
a  native  of  Weston,  Mass.,  and  an  early  settler  of  Grafton,  Vt...  was 
a  descendant  of  John  Spring,  who  came  from  Ipswich,  co.  Suffolk, 
England,  to  Watertown,  Mass.,  in  1634,  and  his  grandfather,  hkewise 
named  Samuel  Spring,  was  also  of  Grafton. 

He  was  prepared  for  college  at  the  Burr  and  Burton  Seminar}^, 
Manchester,  Vt.,  and  was  graduated  at  WiUiams  College  in  the  Class 
of  1863  and  at  the  Hartford  Theological  Seminary  in  the  Class  of 
1866.  During  the  year  1866-67  he  was  a  resident  hcentiate  at 
Andover  Theological  Seminary.  He  received  the  honorary  degree 
of  M.A.  from  Williams  College  in  1886  and  that  of  D.D.  from  the 
'University  of  Kansas  in  the  same  year. 

He  was  ordained  to  the  Congregational  ministry  in  1868,  when  he 
was  settled  as  pastor  of  the  Rollstone  Church  at  Fitchburg,  Mass., 
where  he  remained  until  1875.     The  next  3'ear  he  became  pastor  of 
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the  Plymouth  Church,  Lawrence,  Kans.,  and  remained  there  in  that 
office  until  1881,  when  he  was  made  professor  of  KngUsh  hterature 
at  the  University  of  Kansas.  He  occupied  this  chair  until  188G,  when 
he  was  called  to  take  a  similar  professorship  at  WiHiams  College. 
He  remained  in  active  service  at  Williams  until  1909,  when  he  became 
professor  emeritus  of  the  Enghsh  language  and  literature  in  the  same 
institution.     He  resided  in  Boston  in  recent  years. 

Professor  Spring's  literary  productions  include  the  following: 
"Kansas,"  in  the  American  Commonwealth  Series,  1885,  revised  in 
1906,  "Mark  Hopkins,  Teacher,"  1888,  "Williams  College,"  in  the 
"History  of  Berkshire  County,"  1906,  and  various  contributions  to 
magazines.  He  also  edited  several  addresses  delivered  at  Williams 
on  special  occasions. 

He  was  a  member  of  the  American  Historical  Association,  the 
Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  the  Vermont  Historical  Society, 
and  the  St.  Botolph  Club. 

He  married  at  East  Windsor  Hill,  Conn.,  25  September  1867, 
IClizabeth  Thompson,  who  died  19  March  1910,  daughter  of  Professor 
William  Thompson,  D.D.,  of  the  Hartford  Theological  Seminary, 
Hartford,  Conn.,  and  his  wife,  EUza  (Butler).  His  son,  Romney 
Spring,  B.A.  (Williams,  1894),  LL.B.  (Harvard,  1897),  bom  22 
October  1871,  is  a  lawyer  in  Boston. 

Mrs.  Jennie  B.  (Morrow)  Fuller  of  Boston,  a  life  member  since 
1913,  was  born  at  Albany,  N.  Y.,  14  August  1850,  the  daughter  of 
John  B.  and  Margaret  B.  (Craig)  Morrow,  and  died  in  a  hospital  at 
Roxbury,  Mass.,  after  a  brief  illness,  24  December  1917. 

She  was  married  at  Brooklyn,  N.  Y.,  27  December  1880,  by  Rev. 
Henry  Ward  Beecher  of  the  Plymouth  Church,  Brooklyn,  to  Francis 
Henry  Fuller,  who  was  born  at  Lincoln,  Me.,  4  April  1846,  and  died 
in  Boston  12  April  1913,  the  son  of  Timothy  and  Deborah  Ellis 
(Baker)  Fuller.  Mr.  Fuller  had  been  a  resident  member  of  the  New 
England  Historic  Genealogical  Society  since  1894,  and  a  memoir  of 
him  may  be  found  in  Register,  vol.  68,  p.  Ixv.     He  left  no  children. 

For  a  short  time  Mrs.  Fuller  resided  at  San  Francisco,  Cal.,  when 
Mr.  Fuller's  genealbgical  work  required  his  presence  there.  In  more 
recent  years  she  lived  at  the  Trinity  Church  Home,  South  Hunting- 
ton Avenue,  Boston.  She  was  a  member  of  St.  Paul's  Church 
(Episcopal),  now  St.  Paul's  Cathedral,  Boston.  She  is  buried  in  the 
family  lot  in  Cypress  Lawn  Cemetery,  San  Mateo  Co.,  Cal.,  where 
her  mother's  body  and  her  husband's  ashes  are  interred. 

In  her  last  will  Mrs.  Fuller  made  a  few  bequests,  including  a  bequest 
to  the  New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  and  then  provided 
that  the  residue  of  her  property  should  go,  in  equal  shares,  to  the 
New  England  Historic  Genealogical  Society,  the  Home  for  Deaf 
Mutes  in  Everett,  Mass.,  the  Trinity  Church  Home  in  Boston,  and 
the  Old  People's  Home  in  San  Francisco,  Cal.

Soomr  requeeU  members  of  the  Society  who  spend  the  summer  months  in  New  Eng- 
land to  aid  the  work  of  the  Society  by  methodically  copying  the  inscriptions  in  old 
burial  grounds. 

This  work  is  of  importance,  and  in  other  States  than  Maasachusetta  such  inscriptions 
are  often  one  of  the  principaJ  sources  of  genealogical  information.  Not  only  public 
burial  grounds  but  the  private  ones  often  found  on  New  England  farms  are  of  ths 
greatest  genealogical  intereet. 

These  records  should  be  preserved  and  made  available  for  studcnta  of  genealogy  in 
our  Library. 

The  work  is  not  difficult,  and  gives  a  pleasant  out-door  occupation  for  leisure 
hours. 

The  copies  should  be  made  literally,  following  all  the  abbreviations  and  the  spelling 
of  the  original. 

They  should  be  written  as  ordinary  text,  with  a  vertical  mark  after  each  word  that 
ends  a  line  in  the  original  inscription,  as  in  the  following  example: 

In  Memory  of  I^Mr  EBENEZER  GILBART  |  Died  May  11th  1806  | 
In  ths  77th  Year  of  |  hit  Ago. 

The  verses  often  placed  on  such  stones  need  not  be  copied  unless  they  convey  his- 
torical or  genealogical  facts;  but  in  each  instance  a  note  should  be  made  stating  that 
such  a  verse  was  omitted  in  the  copy. 

The  best  method  is  to  take  into  the  field  a  small  paper  block  which  can  easily  bo 
held  in  one  hand,  and  to  write  only  one  inscription  on  each  sheet.  The  inscriptions  can 
then  easily  be  arranged  alphabetically. 

When  all  the  inscriptions  have  been  obtained,  do  not  copy  them  into  a  blank  book, 
but  send  to  the  Society  for  some  durable  paper  which  has  been  manufactured  especially 
for  manuscripts  that  aire  to  be  used  by  the  public.  This  paper  will  be  furnished  on 
request.  Leave  a  margin  of  an  inch  all  around  the  page  to  allow  for  trimming  in 
binding. 

Unmounted  photographs  of  headstones  of  unusual  historic  or  other  interest  add  to 
the  attractiveness  and  value  of  the  manuscript. 

Please  give  a  clear  and  explicit  statement  as  to  the  location  of  the  burial  grounda.

Thb  CoMMrrrBE  on  EpiTAPiifl  of  the  New  England  IIiBToaic  Genkalooical 
SociETT  requeflta  members  of  the  Society  who  epend  the  summer  monthj  in  New  Kng- 
land  to  aid  the  work  of  the  Society  by  methodically  copying  the  inacriptionij  in  old 
burial  grounds. 

This  work  is  of  importanoe,  and  in  other  States  than  MaasachuBettB  such  inacriptions 
are  often  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  genealogical  information.  Not  only  pubUo 
burial  grounds  but  the  private  ones  often  found  on  New  England  farms  are  of  ihs 
greateet  genealogical  interest. 

These  records  shcKild  be  preserved  and  made  available  for  students  of  genealogy  in 
our  Library. 

The  work  is  not  diflBcult,  and  gives  a  pleasant  out-door  occupation  for  leisure 
hours. 

The  copies  should  be  made  literally,  following  all  the  abbreviations  and  the  spelling 
of  the  original. 

They  should  bo  written  as  ordinary  text,  with  a  vertical  mark  after  each  word  that 
ends  ft  LiiM  in  the  original  inscription,  as  in  the  following  example: 

In  M«mory  of  |  Mr  EBENEZER  GILBART  |  Died  May  11th  180fl  | 
ia  ths  77th  Tear  of  |  hia  Age. 

The  vertes  often  placed  on  such  stones  need  not  be  copied  unless  they  convey  his- 
torical or  genealogical  facts;  but  in  each  instance  a  note  should  be  made  stating  that 
such  a  verse  was  omitted  in  the  copy. 

The  best  method  is  to  take  into  the  field  a  small  paper  block  which  can  easily  be 
held  in  one  hand,  and  to  write  only  one  inscription  on  each  sheet.  The  inscriptions  oaa 
then  easily  be  arranged  alphabetically. 

When  all  the  inscriptions  have  been  obtained,  do  not  copy  them  into  a  blank  book, 
but  send  to  the  Society  for  some  durable  paper  which  has  been  manufactured  especially 
for  manuscripts  that  are  to  be  used  by  the  public.  This  paper  will  be  furnished  on 
request.  Leave  a  margin  of  an  inch  all  around  the  page  to  allow  for  trimming  in 
binding. 

Unmounted  photographs  of  headstones  of  unusual  historic  or  other  interest  add  to 
the  attractiveness  and  value  of  the  manuscript. 

Please  give  a  dear  and  explicit  statement  as  to  the  location  of  the  burial  grounds.

This  work  is  of  importance,  and  in  other  States  than  Massachusetts  such  inschpiions 
are  often  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  genealogical  information.  Not  only  publio 
burial  grounds  but  the  private  ones  often  found  on  New  England  farms  are  of  tht 
greatest  genealogical  interest. 

Those  records  should  be  preserved  and  made  available  for  students  of  genealogy  in 
our  Library. 

The  work  is  not  difficult,  and  gives  a  pleasant  out-door  occupation  for  leisure 
hours. 

The  copies  should  be  made  literally,  following  all  the  abbreviations  and  the  spelling 
of  the  original. 

They  should  be  written  as  ordinary  text,  with  a  vertical  mark  after  each  word  that 
ends  a  line  in  the  original  inscription,  as  in  the  following  example: 

In  Memory  of  j  Mr  EBENEZER  OILBART  |  Died  May  llth  1800  | 
in  the  T7th  Year  of  |  hii  Age. 

The  verses  often  placed  on  such  stones  need  not  be  copied  unless  they  convey  his- 
torical or  genealogical  facts;  but  in  each  instance  a  note  should  be  made  stating  that 
sueh  a  verse  was  omitted  in  the  copy. 

The  best  method  is  to  take  into  the  field  a  small  paper  block  which  can  easily  be 
held  in  one  hand,  and  to  write  only  one  inscription  on  each  sheet.  The  inscriptions  can 
then  easily  be  arranged  alphabetically. 

When  all  the  inscriptions  have  been  obtained,  do  not  copy  them  into  a  blank  book, 
but  send  to  the  Society  for  some  durable  paper  which  has  been  manufactured  especially 
for  manuscripts  that  are  to  be  usod  by  the  publio.  This  papyer  will  be  furnished  on 
request.  Leave  a  margin  of  an  inch  all  around  the  page  to  allow  for  trimming  in 
binding. 

Unmounted  photographs  of  headstones  of  unusual  historic  or  other  interest  add  to 
the  attractiveness  and  value  of  the  manuscript. 

Please  give  a  clear  and  explicit  statement  as  to  the  location  of  the  burial  grounds.

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MASSACHUSETTS 
VITAL    RECORDS 

On  I  December  191 8  the  pur- 
chase and  free  distribution  of 
printed  Vital  Records  of  Mas- 
sachusetts towns  prior  to  1850 
will  be  discontinued  by  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts, the  law  providing  for 
such  purchase  and  distribution 
having  been  repealed  by  the 
General  Court  of  191 8.  It  is, 
however,  exceedingly  desirable 
that  the  records  of  the  towns 
not  yet  printed  be  published  in 
a  form  similar  to  those  already 
issued.  ,The  New  England 
Historic  Genealogical  Society 
is  preparing  for  publication  the 
records  of  several  towns,  and 
will  carry  on  this  work  to  com- 
pletion provided  that  enough 
subscriptions  be  secured  to 
warrant  the  undertaking.

The  Committee  on  Heraldry  or  tiie  New  Enolant>  ITiftTORic  Gevea- 
LOQiCAL  Society  desires  to  call  special  attention  to  the  recommendation  in  ita 
report  of  5  May  1914  (sec  Register,  vol.  GO,  Supplement,  pp.  x\'i-xxiii),  "that 
every  person  interested,  by  reason  of  descent  or  otherwL«»e,  in  making  it  a  matter 
of  record  that  any  oripnai  settler  in  thi.s  country  inherited  a  coat  of  arms  or  that 
any  inhabitant  of  this  country  received  a  p^rant  of  arms  be  invited  to  offer  the 
arms  for  record  with  this  Society,"  etc. 

The  Committee  believes  that  the  importance  of  the  results  possible  to  be 
attained  by  such  re^^istration  will  be  of  great  interest;  and  they  earnestly  request 
all  members  of  the  Society  and  all  other  persons  who  have  coats  of  arms  which 
they  believe  to  be  eligible  to  make  appliciition  for  reoording  them.  The  cost  of 
painting  the  arms  ana  making  up  the  record  will  have  to  be  defrayed  by  the  ap- 
plicants, and  the  Committee  has  determined  that  $3.00  for  each  coat  will  barely 
suffice. 

This  amount,  by  cheoue  payable  to  the  order  of  the  Society,  must  l>e  forwarded 
with  the  application.  If  tne  application  is  rejected  the  money  will  he  returned 
unless  the  applicant  wishes  to  have  the  arms  recorded  with  those  respited  for  proof. 
The  Committee,  however,  reserves  the  right  to  reject  any  application  altogether, 
and  if  this  right  is  exercised,  the  money  will,  of  course,  be  returned. 

It  seems  evident  that,  besides  the  growth  in  value  of  the  collection  as  it  increases 
in  size,  there  will  be  manv  other  thmgs  of  extreme  interest  contributed  with  the 
arms  and  directly  relateci  thereto,  such  as  photographs  of  cjtstles,  armor,  seals, 
manor  houses,  etc.,  and  provision  is  contemplated  for  filing  such  contributions  in 
supplementary  volumes  in  connection  with  the  registers  of  the  arms.  Applica- 
tions in  wliich  the  proofs  do  not  sufficiently  conform  to  the  requirements  indicated 
in  the  report  of  the  Committee  will  be  placed  in  a  separate  volume  to  await  further 
proof.
